In an interview Saturday, IRS deputy 


chief counsel Roger V. Barth, who 
resigned on Friday, confirmed a report 
by columnist Jack Anderson and An- 
derson's associate Les Whitten that he 
had described for Senate Watergate 
Committee staff members the IRS' 
system for bringing sensitive cases to 
the attention of the Treasury secretary 
and the President. 


Barth, whose background is in tax 


law joined the IRS in 1969 after 
working in the 1968 Nixon presidential 
campaign said, "I have been able to 
trace the sensitive case reporting 
system back at least to 1963 in the 


written IRS case manual for agents." 


Under the system, cases in certain 


categories, such as those involving 
congressmen, entertainers, associates 
of the President, cabinet members or 
high government appointees, are 
reported to the IRS national office and 
to the Treasury secretary, Barth said. 


Barth said such reports numbered 


roughly 20 to 25 a month and that he 
would confer with the Treasury 
secretary on which ones to refer to the 
President or the White House staff. He 
said these numbered at most one a 
month.

petroleum fuels. 


The result is expected to require the 


public to give up half of its private 
driving. 


But that isn't all. 
As the second stage of its strategy, the 


administration plans energy-saving 
steps throughout the economy. 


The Interior Department's Office of 


Energy Data and Analysis reported on 
Nov. 19 that shortages would be worse 
than previously announced. 


It said the first of the shortages, in 


residual fuel oil could begin to develop as 
early as Dec. 3, with shortages of dis- 
tillate oils, including home heating oil 
and diesel and jet fuel, to follow by Jan. 
31. 


Gasoline would start running short by 


Feb. 9, the report said. 


Residual oil is the most critical fuel 


because it serves industry and power 
plants where shortages could easily lead 
to power brownouts, blackouts, plant - 
shutdowns and unemployment. 


To avoid that, the administration has 


decided to hold industrial fuel reductions 
to about 10 per cent and cut residential, 
commercial, and private transportation 
fuel uses more heavily. 


The biggest cut in fuel consumption 


must come from the burning of gasoline 
by passenger cars, said the report, 
calling for a 30 per cent reduction. 


But because some cars are emergency 


and business vehicles that should be 
provided adequate fuel, the report said 
the gasoline cutback "translates into a 
50 per cent reduction in family, social 
and recreational driving." 


So far, the administration is relying on 


voluntary public cooperation, the ex- 
pected imposition of 50-mile-an-hour 
speed limits and the Sunday closing of 
gasoline stations to achieve that result. 


But those measures draw no distinc- 


tion between necessary and unnecessary 
driving. 


Unless the family car is voluntarily 


left in the driveway, measures as drastic 
as direct gasoline rationing could 
become necessary and contingency 
plans for rationing were being developed 
just in case, the administration has ad- 
mitted. 


The report said one of the first 


priorities would be to rearrange refinery 
production, reducing gasoline output 
from 47 per cent to about 41.3 per cent. 


The President was expected to ask the 


refineries to do this voluntarily, while 
awaiting congressional passage of 
emergency legislation that would allow 
him to order the production shift. 


If the refineries change their output in 


that manner, the Interior report said, 
the gasoline shortage, already expected 


to reach 11 per cent of potential demand 
in the first quarter of next year, would 
swell to 21 per cent. 


The shift would reduce, but not 


eliminate, expected shortages in jet fuel, 
residual fuel, home heating oil and 
diesel fuel. 


The report said jet fuel would be short 


by 20 per cent, forcing a corresponding 
cut in flights. Industrial use of residual 
oil and home heating oil would have to be 
reduced a relatively modest 10 per cent. 


To keep the industrial cut that small, 


the strategy says, residential heating 
would be cut 15 per cent, commercial 
heating 25 per cent, and electric power 
consumption somehow would have to be 
cut 20 per cent. 


Some power plants burning oil would 


have to convert to coal, requiring per- 
mission to violate national clean air 
standards. 


With all those measures in effect, the 


report estimated, a shortage of some 
311,000 barrels of petroleum per day 
would remain. 


The report did not say how this gap 


could be closed, but increased com- 
mercial oil production and production 
from the Elk Hills, Calif., naval pet- 
roleum reserve could help, provided 
Congress and the oil states cooperate. 
They have shown little sign of doing so. 


The shortages predicted by the 


Interior Department appeared to carry 
a strong economic threat. 


The report said the nation may be 


short almost 3.5 million barrels of pet- 
roleum per day in the first quarter of 
1974. 


That represents almost 18 per cent of 


the total potential demand for 19.7 
million barrels a day and it amounts to 
•an 8 per cent shortage in the nation's 
demand for all forms of energy. 


Energy has been directly related to 


economic production and employment, 
and therefore any reduction of energy 
availability may quickly be reflected in 
the loss of jobs and income. 


President Nixon, in his scheduled 


television address tonight, was expected 
to impose the Sunday closing of all 
gasoline stations, a 50 mile-per-hour 
speed limit for passenger cars on inter- 
state highways, and a 15 per cent cutback 
on oil to heat homes. 


But many other measures require 


legislative authority still pending in 
Congress and Nixon was expected to 
limit himself to an appeal for voluntary 
cooperation in some cases. 


The biggest unanswered question in 


the energy crisis at the moment was 
whether the limited actions and appeals, 
even if fully effective, could head off 
serious shortages.

"It has no effective leadership with

Scientists confirm 
black holes in space 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Three 


teams of scientists report firm 
evidence on the revolutionary theory 
that distant space contains "black 
holes." 


Black holes are believed to be in- 


visible, collapsed stars so dense that 
a spoonful of material from them 
would weigh more than a billion 
tons. Nothing, not even light, is 
believed to escape from them. 


Matter coming near them is 


believed to be sucked into them with 
great force- 


Two Princeton University scien- 


tists theorized the existence of black 
holes in 1971, and astronomers have 
been eagerly hunting for the first 
definite example of one. 


The National Aeronautics and 


Space Administraion on Saturday 
released a report by a team of 
scientists from University College, 
London, which assembled data from 
NASA's Orbiting Astronomical Ob- 
servatory. 


The scientists said the X-ray 


equipment, some 400 miles above 
earth, had detected evidence of the 
black hole in a double star system, 
Cygnus XI, more than 8,000 light 
years away. 


The same discovery was reported 


by two teams of University of 
California astronomers, working 
independently at Lick Observatory 
near San Jose, Calif. Their results 
were published in the current As- 
trophysical Journal. 


The existence of Cygnus X-l was 


detected in 1965 only because it 
emits intense X-rays, representing a 
million times more energy than the 
total energy output of the sun. 


The newly reported evidence por- 


trays this strange star as a kind of 
invisible but inseparable companion 
to a visible, super-giant star called 
"HDE-226868." 


The British scientists concluded 


that Cygnus X-l may be a black hole 
because it appears to be gobbling up 
extremely hot clouds of gas given off 
by its larger neighbor. 


The California astronomers said 


the issue was whether the visible 
star was really as big as it seemed. 
Only if this could be proven, would 
it be reasonable to assume its 
partner was a black hole. 


The astronomers calculated the 


brightness, distance and size of the 
visible star, and concluded that it is 
big enough to be associated with a 
black hole. 


Obliterated tape 
worrying aides 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Some White 


House aides are worried about the effect 
of several questions, discrepancies and 
conflicts arising from the official 
explanation of the latest Watergate tapes 
controversy. 


The matter is due to be explored in 


federal court starting Monday, when 
President Nixon's lawyers begin 
explaining how an unexpected audible 
tone could wipe out IS minutes of a key 
recording, and how the gap could have 
gone unreported so long. 


The hearings before U.S. District 


Judge John J. Sirica may go on for days, 
keeping the issue in the public eye at a 
time when Nixon had been promising 
election-minded Republican politicians 
that he knew of no more Watergate 
bombshells and when he was attempting 
to bolster his credibility through 
"Operation Candor." 


The prospect has Nixon's aides 


worried. "This is going to be a tough 
one," says one high White House official. 
"This is a reversal." 


The extent of trie setback will depend 


in part on how convincingly the White 
House is able to straighten out these 
puzzles: 


-nTHE TONE: White House lawyer J. 


Fred Buzhardt told Sirica last Wednes- 
day that a subpoenaed recording of 
Nixon and chief of staff H. R. Haldeman 
contains IS minutes of "a tone and no 
conversation." It was the first time such 
a gap had been mentioned. No previous 
testimony by White House witnesses 
could account for such a tone. Buzhardt 
said technical tests had been conducted 
and had failed to explain it. 


Prosecutors intend tc ask whether the 


tone was produced accidentally, either 
at the time of recording or ^ater. or 
whether i: is evidence of a deliberate 
attempt to blot out incriminating con- 
versation. 
Prosecutor Richard 
Ben- 


Veniste said it raised the possibility of 
obstruction of justice or contempt of 
court. 


-THE DELAY: Buzhardt said the gap 


hadn't been discovered until a week 
earlier "since it was not understood by 
White House counsel ... that this par- 
ticular conversation was within the 
subpoena" of former special prosecutor 
Archibald Cox. But Cox left little room 
for that sort of mistake. 


The White House explanation was put 


forth for newsmen by an official who 
declined to allow use of his name He 
said the Cox subpoena had been in- 
terpreted as calling for a recording of a 
three-way meeting among Nixon, Hal- 
deman and domestic adviser John D. 
Ehrlichman, but that actually Nixon met 
separately with Ehriichman and then 
with Hald'eman. He said the 18-minute 
gap in the Haldeman portion of the tape 
wasn't discovered earlier because it had 
been believed that only the preceding 
Ehriichman recording, which is 
complete, was called for by the sub- 
poena. 


However, Cox f i l e d a subpoena 


memorandum with Sirica last Aug. 13 in 


<' 


which he spelled out the time and place 
of the recording he wanted, and in- 
dicated he was talking about two con- 
secutive conversations. 


Specifically. Cox said Nixon "met with 


John D. Ehriichman and H. R. 
Haldeman ... on June 20,1972 from 10:30 
a.m. until approximately 12:45p.m." He 
aiso said "Ehrlichir.an and then 
Haldeman went to see the President." 


-THE TYPING: Buzhardt told Sirica 


that "no attempt had been made to 
reduce any of this (Haldeman) conver- 
sation to writing." This appears to 
conflict with sworn testimony given by 
Nixon's personal secretary, Rose Mary 
Woods. 


On Nov. 8, Miss Woods testified that 


she had spent about 30 hours trying to 
type a transcript of this particular tape, 
the first one on the Cox subpoena. "It 
was between the President and 
Ehriichman chiefly and Haidernan 
briefly," she said. 


At another point, she was asked if this 


tape was a June 20 meeting including 
Nixon, Ehriichman and Haldeman. "I 
believe that is exactly what I testified." 
she replied. 


Thus Miss Woods appears to indicate 


that she typed at ieast part of the Hal- 
deman conversation, which conflicts 
with Buzhardt's statement that no at- 
tempt was made to transcribe it. Miss 
Woods mentioned no audible tone in any

In 1967 a pair of porcelain quail designed 
by Dorothy Doughty, a British sculp- 
tress and pioneer of limited editions, 
fetched $36,000 at an auction in Palm 
Beach, Fla. In 1940 the pair sold for 1275. 


In 1964, Joseph Segal, a 33-year-old 


Philadelphia businessman, founded the 
Franklin Mint, a private concern that 
has developed a Midas touch with silver 
commemorative coins, medals, ingots 
and plates. 


Some experts believe the urge to find 


instant collections is a result of Jthe 
increasing prices of antiques or their 
growing scarcity. Others believe 
Americans collect out of a sense of 
loneliness or that affluent America has 
an urge to collect something easily un- 
derstood. 


"A tot of these people aren't going to 


go into an art gallery and if they did they 
would feel out of place," suggested John 
Hotchkiss, author of the forthcoming 
book, Limited Edition Collectibles. 


He says many limited editions lack 


beauty and artistic worth. He criticizes 
the practice of limiting the number in an 
edition to those ordered by a deadline 
and the implied promise that the items 
will increase in value. 


"I don't want to say it's a fraud," said 


Walter Moving, director of New York's 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. "But it's 
taking advantage of gullible people who 
don't know any better and the people who 
put it out don't know any better." 


"They like it and they have children 


and they teach their children it's beaut- 
iful and they are handicapping their 
children." 


Regardless of debates about taste, the 


day of reckoning comes for the collector 
when he wants to sell. For many objects 
there is a competitive market that 
genuinely drives up prices. But what 
would happen if all the 26,971 copies of 
the Franklin Mint's Norman Rockwell 
"Spirit of Scouting" medals went on the 
resale market at once? Probably the 
same thing that would happen if all the 
owners of American Telephone and 
Telegraph stock decided to sell at the 
same time. Prices would plummet. But 
the likelihood of this happening is slight. 
Franklin Mint customers do not like to 
part with their collections. 


The store has a computerized list of 


several thousand people who claim they 
want to sell. But when it comes to part- 
ing with an item, it sometimes takes 20 
refusals before finding someone who is 
willing to sell. 


"They want to know they can sell," 


manager Gary D. Schmitt says. "But 
they don't really want to sell." 


The Franklin mint, however, has a 


buyer for every limited edition item 
they make because they make only the 
number they have received orders for 
by an announced deadline. Other com- 
panies manufacture a pre-determined 
number and they don't always sell out 
immediately. 


It's not unusual to see advertisements 


offering editions from more than one 
year in the same ad. One porcelain 
manufacturer will advertise a par- 
ticularly large edition just in case they 


can sell it But they don't always and it's 
almost impossible for an item to 
increase in value —or to be resold —until 
the edition is sold out. 


Despite speculation that the limited 


edition market has reached a saturation 
point, business has never been better for 
many companies. Almost nothing seems 
to stop sales and production, not even the 
death of the artist. 


Edward Marshall Boehm for example, 


died in 1969, but his work goes on. Some 
designs represent work completed by 
Boehm before his death but not in- 
troduced yet. Some represent editions 
that had not been completely sold out. 
But there are also whole new works 
being done by studio artists who produce 
under the Boehm name. 


The Lenox China Company in 1970 


brought out the first of 12 bird plates 
designed from sketches done by Boehm. 
Neither Lenox nor Boehm Inc. will teU 
exactly how many plates were made. 
Some dealers have advertised it as a 
limited edition. But Frank Cosentino, 
president of Boehm Inc., stresses that it 
is an annual edition, limited only to 
plates made within an announced year. 
Some sources say as many as 40,000 of 
the 1970 plates were sold at $40 each. 
Already a whole new set of "Woodland 
Wild Life" plates by studio artists have 
been begun. 


Cosentino says the company has a 


large number of Boehm sketches and 
could go on making plates for quite a 
long period of time but probably won't. 
"It gets to a point where it looks op- 
portunistic," he said. 


The business requires a unique blend 


of marketing acumen', combined with a 
sharp eye for trends. 


"Current events play an important 


part," explained Marylin Chorlton, an 
director of the Cybis Porcelain Studio in 
Trenton, N.J., which she and her hus- 
band Joseph, have run since the death of 
Borselaw Cybis in 1956. 


Recently the studio artists produced 


Portia, a figurine named for the woman 
jurist in the Shakespearean play, "The 
Merchant of Venice." Portia in a limited 
edition of 750 at $825 each is the studio's 
recognition of the women's movement. 
Rapunzel, which sells at $475 in a limited 
edition of 1,000 in pink, plus another 
2.000 in different colors, is their ack- 
nowledgement of the long hair fad. 


One reason the Franklin Mint has been 


Successful is their ability to commission 
such,, well known artists as Norman 
Rockwell, who did their first silver 
plate, Andrew Wyeth, who did their first 
porcelain bowl, and even a group of 
Hollywood celebrities, who did a limited 
edition of signed prints. 


The Mint pays top dollar. They offered 


Rockwell $20,000 for his first Christmas 
plate, but he would accept only $7,500 
because it only required a days work. 
Few others have been so hesitant to 
accept the Mint's offers. 
• 


For the celebrity prints the Mint paid 


$11,000 for an original work, reproduc- 
tion rights and the actual signing of 750 
finished prints. Some of the celebrities, 
including Henry Fonda, previously had 
sold paintings for substantial sums.

Personnel cutbacks, machinery snarls 
and what Klassen called "damn poor 
management" stayed the Postal Ser- 
vice's couriers then more surely than 
snow, rain and gloom of night ever did. 


Reports of letters taking 25 days to go 


from New York to Albany or eight days 
to go 40 blocks in Baltimore were ex- 
amples last January of the complaints 
which flooded the Postal Service in 
double the highest volume received in 
any month since the agency was 
launched on its mission to become self- 
supporting. "We perhaps lost track of 
service," Klassen told an angry 
Coffgress. 


But this year, Klassen said in an in- 


terview, he has given district directors 
more authority to hire extra help and has 
been making the rounds of major post 
offices to make sure they're ready for the 
Christmas crush. 


Lurking in the wings, however, is a 


potential gasoline shortage which could 
cripple the Postal Service and the 
airlines and truckers which carry the 
mail. 


Following are the questions and 


answers from an interview in which 
Klassen talks of his agency's condition 
as its busiest season approaches. 


Q: What son of shape are you in for 


Christmas this year? Do you feel you 
have last year's problems licked? 


A: We had sAne very severe problems 


last year. I think we're going to be all 
right this Christmas. 


Partly because of the hiring freeze I 


imposed in March 1972, we did not have 
enough people in some locations to do a 
good enough job. Every year we have a 
problem with Christmas. 


I have met with 15,000 managers since 


February. I've given them much greater 
authority. We've given them additional 
authority to hire new people. 


Q: So you don't anticipate any serious 


problems? 


A: A cutback in fuel will have a very 


serious impact on us. We have 100,000 
vehicles. We have another 100,000 under 
contract. This fuel thing gives us real 
concern. It will have a serious impact on 
our ability to perform. 


One contractor called and told us he'd 


be out in three days. An air taxi we use 
has fuel for a week. I realize there is 
much mail which is sent which need not 
be sent. But who's going to make that 
judgment? 


Klassen told the Senate Post Office 


Committee on Monday that the mail 
service hasn't been hurt yet by the 
elimination of 300 flights by scheduled 
airlines to save fuel. But by the peak 
Christinas mail season, "I can say with 


certainty that mail service will suffer 
unless the airlines add extra sections.") 


Q: Could you forsee a situation when 


you might have to cut back delivery or 
delay certain classes of mail? 


A: As far as we're concerned there is 


no junk mail. We move five million 
Christmas cards in December. No one is 
going tc say you can't mail your 
Christmas cards. 


Q: You've recently asked for a postal 


rate increase which will raise the price 
of a first class stamp two cents to 10 
cents. Why do you need the money? 


A: We have a mandate under our 


reorganization act that costs and 
revenue have to be brought into balance* 
We're handling two billion more pieces 
of mail than we did last year. 


Keep in mind that in 1972 and 1973 we 


had no price increases. I daresay there 
weren't many other businesses which 
didn't raise prices in that period. 


We've had a very substantial cost 


increase. Wage rates account for 85 per 
cent of operating costs. When the wage 
rates go up —and were approved by the 
cost council —we have to do something. 


Q: Will the money go for improving 


service or for maintaining the present 
level of service? 


A: We're going to implement an ex- 


tensive improvement program. We have 
11,000 facilities we think are totally 
inadequate for people to work in. That's 
out of 40.000. 


We're trying to mechanize our operat- 


ions. The amount of mail we handle has 
gone up by 4 or 5 per cent a year. Yet we 
had 750,000 employes in 1969 and have a 
little over 700,000 now. 


If we had continued on without 


mechanization, by 1980 we'd have a 
million employes. 


Q: Have you noticed any change in the 


complaints you're getting? 


A: We handle 90 billion pieces of mail. 


If we have problems with 1 per cent we 
leave ourselves open to 900,000 
complaints. 


You hear about the horror stories, but 


you never hear from the man who mails 
3,000 to 4,000 pieces of mail a day without 
a problem.

A friend for troubled Indian youth 


ONEIDA-Keeping Indian youngsters 


out of court is the goal of Oneida Youth 
Services, a federally funded program 
begun four months ago. 


So far most of the effort has been 


directed at getting established and at 
youths with chronic truancy problems 
and those who have dropped out of 
school or are about to, according to 
Program Director Joy Ninham. 


Oneida Youth Services is part of the 


Wisconsin 
Indian Youth Services 


Program for which $155,000 in Law 
Enforcement Assistance Act funds were 
channeled to 10 Indian tribes in 17 
communities through the state Council 
on Criminal Justice and the Great 
Lakes Inter-Tribal Council. 


First year funding for the Oneida 


program totaled $24,3000, most of which 
pays the salaries of Mrs. Ninham and 
her to youth workers, Karen John, 23, 
and Ron Melchert, 20, both Oneidas. 


Mrs. Ninham, an Oneida who has 


lived in the area seven years, was In- 
dian home-school coordinator in the 
Pulaski school system and for five years 
was Oneida Tribal Council treasurer. 


The job of her agency, located in the 


Oneida Nation Memorial Building, is to 
try to locate and resolve problems in- 
volving Indian youths before police have 
to step in and the problems wind up in 
court. 


It's the first state program aimed at 


Indian juvenile delinquency control. 
The old Youth Development Program 
was primarily recreational in scope. 
Oneida Youth Services, which replaced 
the Youth Development Program after 
federal funding expired last April, 
doesn't discount recreational facilities 
as an effective means of working with 
and for youths, out it's only one part of 
a more broad, personalized approach to 
dealing with problem youngsters. 


An advisory board to Oneida Youth 


Services is chaired by the Rev. David 


Keifer of Sacred Heart Center here. 


Other churches are represented on 


the board as are police and social ser- 
vices agencies from Brown and Ou- 
tagamie counties, the four school dis- 
tricts where some 700 Oneida students 
are enrolled and Oneida health and 
education organizations. 


As of late last week, about 30 young- 


sters 9 to 18 years old had been referred 
to Oneida Youth Services. 


Most of the referrals came from the 


schools and involved students with 
truancy and behavior problems. 


Most of the work of Oneida Youth 


Services has dealt with routine matters. 
"But we're starting to get into some 
more serious situations," Mrs. Ninham 
said. 


There has been at least one crisis 


situation which, because of its emer- 
gency nature, had to involve social

The federal government's program to 


financially assist kidney disease vic- 
tims hasn't produced a dime for area 
patients, hospitals nor doctors, as far as 
can be determined. 


The long-awaited, badly needed and 


much heralded law, which took effect 
this July, has made a miserable begin- 
ning in the Valley. 


It was written to provide the cost of 


treatment for all people suffering with 
the disease, and is to be covered under 
Social Security. 


Between July 1 and now, the amount 


owed Theda Clark Hospital for services 
rendered by the renal dialysis center, 
amount to around $140,000. 


None of the physicians involved in 


patient care have been paid and what is 
worst, the reimbursement rate for them 
has not even been established. 


A very small percentage of patients 


using home dialysis have been reim- 
bursed and less than 5 per cent of the 
hospitals and dialysis treatment centers 
nationally have received payment. 


It is impossible to determine the 


amounts involved in the Fox Valley as 
far as home dialysis patients, but there 
are an estimated 10 on home machines. 
The cost runs between $600 and $700 a 
month for each. About 25 more are 
using the machines at Theda Clark. 


In short, what appeared to be a boon a 


_ear ago, when the guidelines were 
drawn up to pay for the care of victims, 
has turned into a nightmare. 


Claims have been mired in paper- 


work. Procedures have been declared in 
conflict with each other. Delays seem to 
be built into the mechanism of the 
Social Security Administration, which 
operates it.

Sex drive suppressant research 
sought by Winnebago institute 


WINNEBAGO -The mental health 


institute here hopes to conduct research 
on a recently developed drug that may 
prove effective in controlling the 
behavior of male sex deviates. 


The drug, called Androcur, now is 


being prescribed in several European 
countries but has yet to be approved for 
use in the United States. 


The substance, developed in Berlin 


and introduced to the German market 
in 1971, also is available in the Scan- 
dinavian countries, according to Dr. 
Darold 
A. Treffert, 
director of 


Winnebago Mental Health Institute. 


The drug cannot be marketed here 


unless and until it receives federal Food 
and Drug Administration approval. 


Treffert said a New Jersey phar- 


maceutical company is interested in 
obtaining federal authoritiy to sell the 
drug, known to the medical profession 
as an anti-androgen. 


What's needed first is more research 


work in American medical centers. 


Treffert said Winnebago Mental 


Health Institute (formerly Winnebago 
State Hospital) hopes to become one of 
them. 


"We feel that we have the caoabiiitv 


to carry out such a research project 
here," the director eaid. 


In order to do so, Winnebago would be 


required to submit a formal research 
project proposal to the drug firm which, 
in turn, would make formal application 
to the Food and Drug Administration. 


Treffert pointed out that Winnebago 


in past years has researched a variety 
of other new drugs. 


"This would fit right in with our new 


role as a mental health institute, in 
which we are doing research kind of 
things, the director said. 


The problem is to find a patient 


population both suitable and willing to 
take part in the research work. Treffert 
emphasized that Winnebago has "a 
fairly elaborate mechanism" to protect 
the rights of patients who might agree 
to parti pate in the project. 


Treffert described the new European 


drug as "perhaps a promising approach 
for a group of patients whose outlook is 
dismal indeed." 


He said he meant by that "the really 


chronically deviated male, ihe repeater 
who presents a dismal picture both for 
himself and for society. 


Treffert said the rapist, the child 


molester or even the aggressive 
homosexual "is more than a mere 
community nuisance. He's a com- 
munity hazard. 


"This can be terribly entrenched 


problem and is exceedingly difficult, if 
not impossible, to dislodge." 


What Androcur does, the Winnebago 


psyciatrist explained, is to inhibit 
production of the male sex hormone or 
androgen. 


He said research indicates that one of 


the drug's interesting effects is to 
diminish the libido —the sexual interest 
or appetite — which is what ordinarily 
gets the deviate into trouble in the first 
place. 


Treffert added that the recently dis- 


covered drug also interferes with the 
production of sperm in the male and 
ultimately makes him sterile. 


He said the anti-androgen family of 


drugs could lead to development of the 
first birth control pill for men if further 
research allows scientists to isolate that 
portion of the substance which controls 
sperm production and still permits 
sexual performance to continue. 


He noted that this could be "a better

It was drafted with the help of outside

kidney machine for people whose kid- 
neys have failed. They may need to 
have their blood filtered ana purities in 
such a device as often as three times a 
week). 


If the government takes the position

Of the 25 in the Theda Clark program,

There have been 70 patients in the 


Theda Clark chronic dialysis program 
since it began in 1966, and~4,500 dialysis 
runs. Only a dozen have received 
transplants, which Hathaway attributes 
largely to the shortage of kidney donors. 


"The important long-term "question 


is, can we maintain quality care and 
expand to meet the load, or will the 
federal government prove to be an obs- 
tacle to its growth?" Hathaway stated. 


He sees three major problems to the 


program: bureaucracy and indecisive 
government action, lack of kidney 
donors for transplants, and no in- 
ducement for hemodiaiysis under the 
present regulations. 


However, the care of the patients has 


not been deteriorating. 


"We simply go on doing what we have 


to do and let the bills pile up for later 
attention," Hathaway said. 


The local situation is typical of the 


national one, and certainly of that in the 
state, which has an estimated 300 kid- 
ney disease victims on the machine. 


What will happen to these people, as 


far as receiving financial assistance, 
depends on the government. While " it 
is a nightmare, there is now hope for 
there is at least the legislation.

The recently approved position paper

Village squeezes drug abusers' pocketbooks

LITTLE CHUTE - Operating on a 


theory that "as long as they are willing to 
spend the money, we are willing to take 
the stuff from them." village police have 
undertaken an extensive campaign in 
recent months against the use of 
marijuana and drugs by known or sus- 
pected users. 


Police estimate that they have confis- 


cated drugs and drug-related equipment 
valued at several thousand dollars. Some 
arrests for possession have been made 
with court appearances still pending, 
and, in other cases policemen have only 
confiscated the contraband material and 
recorded and filed the names and 
addresses of the offenders. 


The persons apprehended often give 


police tips on others using drugs, and 
their names are added to the list as sus- 
pects until positive user status is deter- 


mined. Officers say much of the material 
has been secured from cars stopped by 
police for minor traffic law infractions or 
vehicle defects. 


Juvenile Officer Thomas Verhagen, 


said. "When they open the window or 
door of the car and we smell marijuana. 
we politely ask them for permission to 
search the car and ask if they have 
anything they would like to give us or tell 
us." 


He allowed that police may be over- 


stepping their legal bounds in confiscat- 
ing some material, but as long as no 
arrests are made, those who lose the 
drugs do not complain too loudly. "What 
lawyer would take a case to recover 
illegal drugs for a client?" asked 
Verhagen. 


One young man recently complained to 


Verhagen that he had borrowed $90 to 
buy the marijuana Verhagen was in the 
process of taking from him, to which the 


officer replied. "You'll run out of money 
before I run out of time to take it from 
you." 


Another policeman recently took a 


water pipe away from a youth who 
complained that he had just paid $7 for 
the pipe and still had not had an oppor- 
tunity to use it. Several pipes confiscated 
by police are homemade products cons- 
tructed from plumbing pipes and fix- 
tures or tubing from propane gas tanks. 


Police have uncounted books of 


cigarette papers, cigarette rollers of 
varying 
descriptions, 
grinding 


machines for marijuana, syringes, 
needles and metal kits containing items 
used to prepare various types of drugs 
for use. 


Verhagen said that he had found that, 


if a policeman talks so the average 
user understands, he can be successful 
in his job of confiscating illegal material. 
He told of a policeman who approached a 


youth on the street and asked. "Don't you 
have something you want to give me?" 


The youth reached in his"pocket and 


then handed over papers and a cigarette 
rolling machine and said. "Thaf's ail I 
have today but say "hi" to Tom Verhager. 
forme." 


"My men are not out to give anyone a 


hard time but merely want users to know 
that Little Chute is the wrong place to be 
caught with drugs." said Police Chief 
Robert Nechodom. 


He felt that the crackdown'is showing 


results. At least those who formerly \\ ere 
picked up with materials are doing a 
better job of hiding it, as followup 
searches reveal the suspects to be 
''clean," Nechodom said. 


"We don't know if this is the answer.

because of delays in receiving steel 
decking. 


The cosmetology unit, construction of 


which began early in August, was 
originally projected for mid-December 
occupancy. 


The cosmetology classroom-labora- 


tory addition is the initial step of the 
first phase of a long range, $3.5 million 
building 
program 
to 
provide 


overcrowded MPTI with physical 
facilities to serve the school's growing 
needs for a number of years to come. 


The second part of first phase cons- 


truction, scheduled to start next year, 
will include trades and industrial shops, 
technical 
laboratories, 
a 
library- 


resource center, additional classrooms, 
and a cafeteria and kitchen. 


Werner said that portion of the job 


will be put out for bidding next March, 
with construction to be completed in the 
late summer of 1975. 


Following completion of the unit now 


being built and of those to begin next 
year, the Fond du Lac school will have a 
capacity of about 1,400 daytime 
students. 


This fall, 1,536 students are enrolled

still has 18 months of its five-year term to 
run.

Syria and Palestine until our cause has 
achieved total victory," be said. 


The ministers soon went into a 


closed-door session. No agenda for the 
meeting was published, and many 
decisions may be kept secret. 


The Algerian government's official 


news magazine Revolution Africaine 
described the summit as "a turning 
point in the history of the Arab peoples. *' 


But from the outset, achievement of 


the Arab unity sought by the Algerian 
hosts appeared remote. The leaders of 
Libya and Iraq, who reject the concept of 
a peace conference with Israel, have 
given notice they will boycott the sum- 
mit.

Getty HI appealed to President Nixon on 
Saturday for help in finding her son, the 
missing grandson of American oil 
billionaire J. Paul Getty. . 


Getty, 17, disappeared in Rome on 


July 9, allegedly abducted by kidnapers 
seeking a $3.4 million ransom. 


"I think every American citizen is 


entitled to turn to the President for help 
when needed," said the mother, former 
actress Gail Harris. "And 1 am an ex- 
traordinarily desperate mother." 


Miss Harris said Nixon knows the 


boy's grandfather and could "intercede 
with the Getty family and convince them 
to do what has to be done to save my son's 
life." 


The elder Getty, who lives near Lon- 


don, has refused to pay the alleged 
ransom demand, saying if he did his 14 
other grandchildren could become tar- 
gets. He has declined to comment on 
speculation the abduction reports were a 
hoax and has said it is up to the young 
Getty's father to negotiate the boy's 
return. 


The youth's presumed kidnapers had 


threatened to sever his ear unless they 
got the ransom. Later an ear and a lock 
of hair were sent to one Rome newspaper 
and snapshots purportedly showing the 
youth without an ear to another. 


Accompanying the photographs was a 


letter from alleged kidnapers threaten- 
ing to sever other parts of young Getty's 
body and a handwritten note, signed 
"Paul," begging the Getty family to pay 
the ransom.

Two say Iowa prisoner 
killed Valerie Percy 


CHICAGO (AP) -The Chicago Sun- 


Times in an exclusive story says two 
sources have given statements that a 
46-year-old man now serving a prison 
term in Iowa is the killer of Valerie 
Percy, the daughter of Sen. Charles 
Percy who was stabbed and bludgeoned 
in 1966. 


In today's editions, the newspaper 


said the man is Francis LeRoy Hohimer, 
now serving a 30-year term in the Iowa 
state Penitentiary in Fort Madison. 


Hohimer was described as the leader 


of a home invasion gang. 


The Sun-Times said Cook County 


police are now certain one of the four 
members of the Hohimer gang killed 
the 19-year-old girl but that because of 
the lack of physical evidence they feel 
the case may be "unprosecutable." 


Hohimer's two accusers are his 


brother, Harold W. and Leo Rugendorf, 
described by the newspaper as a former 
crime syndicate "fence" who died last 
April. 


The newspaper said Rugendorf con- 


tacted Sun-Times reporter Art Pet- 
acque, the author of the article with 
Hugh Hough, in late 1972 and told him 
the following: 


Shortly after the slaying in the Percy 


home in the midst of Percy's successful 
campaign for the Senate, Hohimer told 
Rugendorf he was afraid of being caught 
on a home invasion job, adding, "They'll 
get me for the Valerie Percy murder. 


Hohimer said he and two other gang 


members-he did not name them-en- 
tered the Percy home through a back 
screen door. 


While Hohimer was in the home, 


Rugendorf said Hohimer related, the 
"girl woke up and I hit her on the top of 
the head with a pistol." 


Hohimer said he stole only a briefcase 


from .the home but investigators could 
not corroborate that any briefcase had 
been taken, the Sun-Times said. 


Rugendorf said Hohimer's brother 


would back up his story. Harold W. 
Hohimer contacted the newspaper three 
weeks ago, the copyrighted article said. 


Harold gave this account to the news- 


paper: 


He met his brother the day after the 


Percy killing and "he said he had to off 
(kill) a girl. I asked him why he had to 
do someone in, and he said it was 
because the girl made a lot of noise and 


they got in a fight." 


The brother asked what burglary he 


was talking about "and he said 'It's all 
in the newspapers and on the radio 
today.' He was talking about the Valerie 
Percy thing." 


Asked why he would tell on his 


brother, Harold said his brother Francis 
was "no good" and that he was 
interested in any reward money. Harold, 
38, is an auto mechanic with a minor 
criminal record, the Sun-Times said. 


Francis Hohimer was interviewed in 


prison, the newspaper said, where he 
denied any actual involvement in the 
killing. The newspaper said Hohimer 
blamed the killing on another member of 
the gang, Frederick Malchow, who died 
in a 1967 Pennsylvania jailbreak. 


Hohimer said the two other members 


of the gang-Harold J. Evans, 28. and 
William Jackson, 39-brought the 
bloodied Malchow to Hohimer's North 
Side apartment from the scene of the 
killing in the wealthy suburb of Kenil- 
worth. Hohimer said he burned 
Malchow's stained garments, gave him 
a new set of clothes and later burned the 
auto in which the three men had arrived 
at his apartment. 


The Sun-Times said both Evans and 


Jackson denied any involvement in the 
Percy slaying and that a key witness 
cited by Hohimer-his former wife 
Holly-denies the clothes burning and

Court. Appleton. says these words of the 
jdoctor are still branded in her mind and 
probably will be for the rest of her life. 


Mrs. Everson was 45 when Donnie was 


born nearly seven years ago. She and her 
husband had already raised eight other 
normal children. "It never entered my 
mind that I could have a retarded 
child." she said. 


In the days that followed during her 


hospital stay, Mrs. Everson was told that 
the baby wasn't weil and she should con- 
sider not taking him home. 


But. said Mrs. Everson, "he was our 


son and no one was going to take my babv 
away from me. I was going to prove 
them al! wrong." 


Their first year was a struggle, Mrs. 


Everson recalled. "A lot of parents can't 
accept their children as mongoloids," 
she said. "But we take him everywhere 
wuh us. Instead of being institu- 
tionalized, they should be brought out in 
public." 


They do look different, their reflexes 


aren't as fast, their speech is distorted," 
sa>d Mrs. Everson. But she is firmly 
convinced that her son can learn if given 
& chance. 
- "Take a normal child and stick him in 
a room without encouragement and 
teaching" and you will get a person who 
will not achieve any goals, she said. 


The petite housewife said she believes 


that mongoloid children need to be 
pushed. She said she aids in Donnie's 
development with numerous games, 
records, books that will help in his read- 
ing and coordination. Donnie was chosen 
third runner-up in the national mon- 
goloid poster contest. 
. Mrs." Everson is active in the parent 
teacher organization and the Outagamie 
Association for Retarded Children. She 
has been pressing for more speech 
therapy in the schools. 


She said she can't accept the 


philosophy given to her by others — 
"Know what you've got, don't fight it. 


Little is generally known about mon- 


golism and previously these victims 
were shunted away from view and out of 
mind. 


Because of the lack of general 


knowledge about the condition, often, 
when parents first discover they are 
parents of a mongoloid child, their 
feelings range from initial shock to 
revulsion, to guilt and then to loving 
concern, if not over-concern. 


Many parents are bewildered and 


blame themselves, often not knowing 
that the retardation seems to be caused 
by an excess of genetic material over 
which the parents have no control. 
Although the cause is not certain, it has 
been observed that most mongoloids 
possess an extra chromosome in all the 
Cells of their body. 
: Instead of having a pair of No. 22 
chromosomes, the mongoloid has three 
no. 22's, giving way to the name 
"trisomy 22."

knowledge of the condition, parents are 
often needlessly 
plagued" with self 


blame. 


After obtaining adequate knowledge of 


the condition, parents next have to face 
their friends, relatives and the public. 
Often physicians are too busy to provide 
personal consultations with each parent. 
Donald Wetzel. fixed point of referral for 
Outagamie County." said that often 
parents are hesitant to ask for more time 
from their child's teacher and it is dif- 
ficult to relate on a one-to-one basis.

One student in the primary grades con- 
tinuously left his seat and wandered 
about the room until a teacher would 
gently escort him back to his seat. 
Another student, apparently feeling par- 
ticularly low that day, was comforted by 


one of the team of three teachers in the 
class at the time. 


The classes vary in length as does the 


attention span of the students. Lewan- 
dowski said a class may vary in length 
from three minutes to half an hour. 


In a crafts class with older students, 


Lewandowski explained that these 
students were being given some 
preparation in vocational training. The 
projects they finished were sold and the 
money put into a fund, out of which the 
students received nominal pay. This 
money was then used to buy presents or 
more crafts material, according to what 
the students decided. 


Lewandowski also pointed out that the 


students have to punch a time clock in the 
arts-crafts class to acquaint them with 
the idea of being on time, being respon- 
sible. He noted that the students are also 
given various odd jobs around the school 
for which they are held responsible, such 
as sweeping and cleaning the floors and 
preparing meals. 


Upon "graduation" from Plamann, 


many mongoloid persons can go to the 
sheltered activities center or sheltered 
workshop for those more able to be in a 
competitive situation. At the center, 
those unable to compete even in a shel- 
tered atmosphere have an activity work 
program with less stress on competition. 


"It is more work activities than 


production," said Wetzel. But the par- 


ticipants get ego rewards and a nominal 
monetary return. 


"Residential facilities are usually the 


final step," said Wetzel. These facilities 
offer all different types of care. They are 
a residential service that should be built 
in each community to release those 
moderately retarded people from insti- 
tutions or personal care of families and 
give them a reasonable amount of 
independence, he said. 


Wetzel explained that these services 


are not available in the Fox Valley. 


Jan Hoolihan of the Sheltered Activity 


Center is on a committee checking into 
the possibilities of getting residential 
facilities in Appleton. 


She said that the committee is looking 


into sites but has no one to back them. 
"The money is not available. Disabled 
Aid is not enough. 


She said the facility the committee 


would like to see in this area would house 
eight residents and house parents. It 
would have four bedrooms, a bedroom 
for the house parents, a recreation room 
and kitchen. 


"Right now there are 16 eligible for 


this type of facility —four from the ac- 
tivity center and 12 from the health 
center," she said.

From my experience with young 


people, with individuals in encounter 
groups, and in psychotherapy, I have 
become convinced that we are work- 
ing out a new definition of the good 
life. I want to give you my perception 
of this new goal as I see it emerging in 
our country', and perhaps in Western 
culture generally. 


But first let me remind you that this 


has always been a debatable issue for 
mankind. The "good life" has had very 
different meanings for different 
groups and in different ages. For some 
it has meant a life given over to medi- 
tation—the holy man on the moun- 
taintop. In sharp contrast, to others it 
has meant a life of achievement — 
gaining wealth, status, knowledge or 
power. 


For many it has meant strict ad- 


. herence to a creed, a set of rules or 
". ;principles—whether found in 
the 


*- Bible, the Koran or emanating from a 
* religious leader. For still others it has 
- meant selfless dedication to a cause 


outside of themselves—Christian mis- 


! sionary work, communism or Hitler's 
. German youth. For some it has been 


the indulgence of every pleasurable 
; appetite, with the slogan '"Eat, drink, 
; and be merry, for tomorrow we die." 


These examples indicate that the 


rj"good life" is not some known, fixed, 
"^"timeless goal, the same for all, but is a 
C matter of choice. 
£_. I trust that this quick review will 
j-cause you to be thoughtfully critical 
^as you read what follows, whic' is my 
^'perception of the good life as I see 
-more and more people defining it 


today. What I say is not based on 
scholarly or philosophical abstrac- 
tions. It is based on years of intimate 
acquaintance with the inner life of 
others as they have willingly exposed 
their inmost desires in personal discus- 
sions, in the close relationship of ther- 
apy and in the intimacy of encounter 
groups. 


To an ever increasing number of 


people the desire which is strongest 
can be stated in this way: "I want to be 
a process in which I am becoming my 
deepest, truest self." 


Note that the desire is to become a 


process. 


It is not a desire to achieve a fixed 


state—whether a state of happiness, or 
wealth or even oneness with the uni- 
verse. Continual change is the essence 
of the goal. This is certainly in line 
with the trend of today's culture, 
which is toward ever-accelerating 
change, brought about by the incred- 
ible (and often frightening) advances 
im our technology. 


But it is perhaps the first time in his- 


tory that personal goals have em- 
bodied changingness as a primary ele- 
ment. In individual living, in man- 
woman relationships, even in our 
place of living, we expect change and 
process to be central. Let me express it

Personality Adjustment in Children" 
in 1931 to "Becoming Partners: Mar- 
riage and its Alternatives" in 1972. 


He has held summer and semester 


teaching positions at such schools as 
the University of Rochester; Teachers 
College, Columbia University; UCLA: 
Harvard; Occidental College"; Univer- 
sity of California at Berkeley and 
Brandeis University. 


Since 1930 Dr. Rogers has contrib- 


uted articles to psychological, psy- 
chiatric and educational journals. 
Many of his books and articles have 
been translated into foreign languages 
— Japanese, French and nine others. 


His membership in professional so- 


cieties includes: vice president, Ameri- 
can Orthopsychiatric Association 
1941-42; president, American Associ- 
ation for Applied Psychology, 1944-45; 
president American'psychological As- 
sociation, 1946-47, and president, 
American Academy of Psvcho- 
therapists, 1956-58. 


Dr. Rogers received his B.A. at the 


University of Wisconsin and his M.A. 
and Ph.D. from Columbia University- 
Teachers College.

in personal terms "I do not expect to 
be the same person a year from now 
that I am today; nor do I expect my 
marriage to be the same; and I am not 
sure that I will be living in the same 
home." 


Gone are the days when people mar- 


ried "and lived happily ever after." 


Gone are the days when a man 


worked at the same "task in the same 
place for all of his active life. Gone are 
the days when the rules of behavior 
and the standards of morality re- 
mained fixed and certain throughout 
one's life. All is in flux, and we are ac- 
commodating to this by choosing to 
be—as individuals—an adaptive, 
relativistic process, rather than an un- 
changing self. 


But clearly a process must move in 


some direction. What are the direc- 
tions which help to define, for many, 
the meaning of the good life? Several 
directions seem to stand out. 


In the first place I have found that 


when the individual is free 10 choose 
the kind of process person he wants to 
be, he opts for movement toward an 
openness to all of his experience. 


Let me explain. We are continually 


experiencing—the changes in our bod- 
ily processes, our feelings, our 
thoughts, all the multitude of flow 
which goes on within our skin. We are 
also experiencing the continuously al- 
tering stimuli from our outer environ- 
ment—not only the physical environ- 
ment, but the social as well—the slight 
snub from this person, the envy of that 
one, the love of another, the fright- 
ening domination of someone in au- 
thority. We are becoming highly 
aware persons, conscious of these 
multiple pulls and prods. We are also 
becoming aware of our feelings —the 
resentment, the fear, the affection, the 
anger, the jealousy—any one of which 
may be uppermost in any given mo- 
ment. 


As we are more aware of these 


changing reactions, we are also more 
willing to take the risk of expressing 
them when we feel it appropriate— 
and increasingly we take the chance 
that it is appropriate. 


Hence, many people today are 


choosing to be more open to their ex- 
perience, with all the discomfort that 
that involves, for it is not easy to rec- 
ognize that you are jealous of a col- 
league when you "should" be approv- 
ing of him, or that you are angrv at 
your wife when you'-'should" be feel- 
ing love. 


This means that a growing number 


are deeply opposed to sham, to hy- 
pocrisy, to wearing a facade. We feel 
contempt for political leaders who say 
one thing and act very differently; we 
do not easily tolerate the teacher who 
wears the mask of an instructor all 
day, putting it off only when leaving 
the classroom; we are skeptical of 
marriages that are always "peachy- 
keen," hiding the tensions underneath. 


This is truly an enormous change 


when we consider that many people, 
and a number of cultures, live entirely 
in terms of "keeping face"—present"-

ing a correct but false facade to the 
world, no matter how much inner tur- 
moil is being concealed. Instead we are 
choosing to move—and it is a slow and 
lifetime task—toward being more 
aware of, and more openly expressive 
of, any persistent inner reaction, 
whether the world regards it as posi- 
tive or negative, constructive or de- 
structive. We believe that even de- 
structive impulses if expressed when 
they first occur, rather than being 
compressed by repression, will be 
healthy in the long run. 


A second direction I perceive is 


toward a greater trust on one's own 
self. In a sense this is implied in what I 
have said. 


The emerging modern individual 


places his confidence not in society's 
norms, nor religion's rules, nor par- 
ent's dictates, but in his own changing 
experience as it occurs within himself. 
He is, in a very deep sense, his own 
highest authority. He chooses his own 
way. 


This does not mean that he is sure 


he will make no mistakes. Quite the 
contrary. But as he finds that the con- 
sequences of his choices are not re- 
warding, he has within his own experi- 
ence the data to reorder his direction. 
He can modify his errors more easily 
because he is not actimg in terms of 
some supposedly infallible external 
guide, but in terms of his own inner re- 
actions which he knows to be fallible 
and only approximate in their accu- 
racy. So it is not so devastating to ad- 
mit, 'This choice was mistaken. I see 
now, with such openness as 1 have 
been able to achieve, that another 
course is preferable." 


Thus the guide of conduct is the 


ever changing flow of inner experi- 
ence. The person gradually develops 
an increasing trust in his own capacity 
for making choices. He is less and less 
guided by "You ought to—" and "You 
should—" as these exhortations flood 
in from the external world. He takes 
them into account as data conveying 
society's wishes, but he is not ruled bv 
them. 


What I am saying helps to account 


for another direction which is evident. 
The good life is no longer defined for 
us by institutions. There is in fact a 
growing distrust of institutions—of 
government, law officials, the church, 
our schools and colleges, and even the 
institution of marriage. The individual 
is more and more standing up to 
enormous institutional pressures, 
saying, in effect, "I trust myself and 
my experiencing of the total situation 
of the moment—my inner reactions 
and my experience of these outside 
forces—more that I trust the insti- 
tutional conclusions." 


I need not add*=that this has 


enormous implications —personal, 
cultural and philosophical. 


A final direction I would stress in 


this emerging person is a thrust 
toward community. In the midst of a 
culture becoming more dehumanized, 
more alienated, this person is not con- 
tent to be a stranger. He is following 
his own deep drive—a tendency I be- 
lieve inherent in the human species— 
toward community. He wants to be 
known, accepted, close. So we see a 
burgeoning development of com- 
munes, of encounter groups, of "un- 
derground churches" —all of them at- 
tempts to come into close, sharing, 
interpersonal relationships, where one 
is not anonymous but unique and spe- 
cific, yet related. These movements 
seem to help define one of the most 
profound aspects of the good life—to 
be fully known, and to be accepted for 
the process that one is. 


It is doubtless evident that this new 


definition of the good life is built upon 
a basic trust in the constructive poten- 
tial of the human organism. It is only 
on that basis that it makes sense to 
think of the good life as a process of 
becoming; as a movement toward 
greater openness to what is, within 
and without; as a greater trust in one's 
own setf, one's own experiencing, even 
when that puts the individual at odds 
with our institutions; and as a thrust 
toward deeper communication and in- 
timacy with one's fellows. Yet it is that 
definition which is emerging more and 
more frequently.

he has hired, he said. So far, he's 
completely satisfied. Although it's the 
peak season at the shop, there has 
been time to give Joel experience with 
the giant paper cutter, the folder, the 
bindery and the routine of the shcn.

McMillan family, too. 


McMillan taught himself finger 


spelling in a week. Now. he is learning 
the more complicated sign languages 
and discovering there are several sys- 
tems, he said. His two sons, Scott, 16, 
and Michael, 13, talk cars and motor- 
cycles, guns and snowmobiles with 
Joel when they some to the shop, os- 
tensibly to work. 


The plant secretary, Mrs. Marvis 


Klingbail, thinks Joel is pretty special. 
"Any time the weather is too bad for 
him to drive home, he can stay at our 
house," she promised. 


She is determined to keep Joel's lip 


reading skill well exercised. "I throw 
a ball of paper or something at him to 
get his attention and then make him 
answer me," she explained. 


The other regular employes at the 


shop accept him as a new man without 
any question, McMillan said. 


"Joel may wonder what thev're 


laughing about all the time, though," 
he said. "They kid each other a lot, but 
he'll catch on to that." 


Ripon is close to home for Joel. His 


parents live at Burnett, about 23 miles 
to the south. 


He is one of eight children in the 


family and a brother was a member of 
the first deaf class to graduate from 
the Oshkosh high school in 1972. 


"This job has done a lot for Joel's 


poise and self assurance," David 
Thomas, work coordinator for the deaf 
program, noted. "When these kids get 
a job, especially a skilled job, you can 
just see the change it makes in their 
whole outlook on life." 


Thomas, with Leo Patt, FVTI coor- 


dinator of instructional services and 
special education, worked together in 
devising the two-year course in graphic 
arts for the deaf at North High School. 


Graphic arts with its photography, 


plate making, layout and design, and 
composition are specially suited to the 
hard of hearing and their special 
faculties of perception, appreciation of 
detail and ability to concentrate, they 
said. 


The course instructor is Fritz 


Krueger who reported with satisfaction 
last week that al! eight students in the 
class now have part-time employment 
at Fox Valley plants, some with 
promises of full-time work.

Q: A car being driven by a friend of 


mine was struck in the rear end while 
she was driving on a freeway. She had 
been having some trouble with her car 
so she applied her brakes, reduced her 
speed and then was struck. Neither she 
nor the driver of the car that collided 
with hers was ticketed. What is the state 
law concerning rear end collisions? 


A: Section 346.14 (1) of the statutes 


says, "The operator of a motor vehicle 
shall not follow another vehicle mere 
closely than is reasonable and prudent, 
having due regard for the speed of such 
vehicle and the traffic upon, and the 
condition of, the highway.'* 


However, any sudden change in speed 


on a freeway is dangerous, particularly 
during rush-hour traffic, so a good 
suggestion is to allow sufficient dis- 
tance in case of a sudden stop ahead. 


There is a "new rule" involving the 


"two-second count" which defensive 
driving instructors are advocating. It is 
considered somewhat more effective in 
helping a driver establish safe driving 
intervals than the oid rule of "one car 
length for each 10 miles of speed". 


Here's hc^ the "two-second rule" 


works: begin counting as the vehicle 
ahead passes a fixed marker like a mile 
post or telephone pole. Count aloud, 
"one-thousand-one, one-thousand-two. . 
." until your vehicle passes the same 
mark. For safety's sake, keep your eye 
on the cars ahead, and depend on your 
peripheral vision to catch sight of the 
marker. If your car is at least two 
seconds behind the leaders, you are 
probably following at a safe distance. 
During periods when vision is limited or 
pavements are wet or slippery, allow a 
greater interval. 


Q: Is there an action to recommend 


for a driver to take if his headlights 
suddenly'go out while driving along" a 
rural highway where there are no 
streetlights?

swiftly. The instant lights go out 
(because of a short in the dimmer 
switch, fuse blowing, or other electrical 
failure) turn on your left signal light 
and look for the center line painted on 
the road while slowing down as quickly 
as conditions permit.

CAIRO-Israel's delays in complying 


with the Nov. 7 U.S. proposal attempt- 
ing to nail down the Oct. 22 ceasefire, 
following its two-day delay in comply- 
ing with the ceasefire itself, has raised 
deep anxiety here about President An- 
war Sadat's peace strategy. 


That strategy has one basic design:

Division because the return on their 
four-year investment wasn't enough. 


After two weeks of negotiations, G-P 


halted liquidation plans and sold the 
division to the Curtis Corp., a group of 
local investors that named Figura, 
then the plant manager, as president 
and Victor Witt, then sales manager, 
as vice president.

High-sulfur oil okayed 
for Con Ed plants 


NEW YORK (AP) - The city has 


granted Consolidated Edison and other 
fuel oil users permission to burn high- 
sulfur oil because the low-sulfur variety 
is reported to be in short supply. 


Acting on a request by the giant utility, 


the Environmental Protection Agency- 
Monday granted Con Ed a six-month 
variance to burn three million barrels of 
high-sulfur oil in its electrical generat- 
ing plants. 


The use of such oil will raise the level 


of suldur dioxide in the air by 10 per cent, 
according to Fred Hart, the city's com- 
missioner of air 
resources. Con- 


sequently, Hart said, about 80 per cent of 
city air will be unhealthy, compared 
with the present 50 per cent-

Coun reorganization as a govern- 


mental issue right now is something 
about which very few groups care, 
according 
to 
Carol 
Toussaint, 


immediate past president of the 
League of Women Voters of Wisconsin 
because only a small percentage of the 
populace has had experience with the 
courts. This fact creates an enormous 
obstacle for anyone trying to arouse 
ike citizenry to an issue. 


Mrs. Toussaint, who was in Appleton 


recently to discuss the court with 
members of the App'eton League and 
with any group that would take time to 
listen, said that this was the kind of 
thing that the LWV does care about. 


Referring to the recent change in 


probate procedures, she said this was 
achieved because so many more people 
have had experience in the probate 
courts, often as a result of trying to 
settle estates of their parents. 


Because court modernization is an 


"unglamourous" proposal, Mrs. Tous- 
samt believes an educational campaign 
will be needed. 


In 1971. Gov. Patrick Lucey as a 


result of urging by Chief Justice 
Harold Hallows, appointed a citizens 


study committee on judicial organiza- 
tion. Composed of 40 persons, the 
group met over an 18-month period to 
produce a comprehensive study with 
recommendations for improving our 
courts. During this period the LWV of 
Wisconsin was studying and reviewing 
the court system. 


The Legislative Council had also 


begun to study court reorganization, 
assigning it in 1970 to the Interim 
Judiciary Committee, an advisory 
group of legislators 
and public 


members 
who considered 
court 


problems and how they could be 
corrected by statutory change or con- 
stitutional amendment. 


This past summer in Madison, the 


Wisconsin Citizens' Conference on 
Judicial Organization was held. Par- 
ticipants were 130 citizens who 
represented 
a cross-section 
of the 


peoples of the state. 


Sponsoring this event were the Ci- 


tizens* Study Committee on Judicial 
Organization, 
Wisconsin 
Judicial 


Conference, 
State 
Bar 
and 
the 


American Judicature Society which 
has assisted with similar conferences 
throughout the country. (This type of 
conference has been called 96 times in 
the U.S., but never before in our 


state.) Sixteen League members were 
among the 130 participants. 


Mrs. Toussaint served as a member 


of the planning committee for the 
conference which ended in agreement 
in areas discussed with the exception 
of judicial selection. While some 
favored a merit system, others did not. 


But agreement was reached in favor 


of "a single level trial court and a 
court of appeals to provide reasonably 
available appeal to correct trial errors 
and to do justice expeditiously." 


They also supported a unified court 


system with the same quality of justice 
in all parts of the state under the 
leadership of the Supreme Court, and 
in particular of the Chief Justice. 
Authority and responsibility for ad- 
ministering the state judicial system, 
they believed, should rest with the 
Supreme Court and the legislature 
should not be too closely involved in 
the internal management of the courts. 


The conference also recommended 


the creation of a permanent citizens 
organization, believing that court 
modernization can never be achieved 
without educating and arousing ci- 
tizens to the need for such action, Mrs. 
Toussaint continued. 


Therefore, a steering committee was 


selected and the Citizens Court As- 
sociation Inc. (CCA) was formed in 
September. Serving as its president for 
a one-year term is Mrs. Toussaint. 


"Anyone with $5 and interest can be 


a member," she said,"although mem- 
bership yields no benefits for the in- 
dividual." 


Goals of the association are to set up 


a speakers burtau and to make up a 
brochure for speakers. 


"This is not an action group," she 


stressed, . "only educational. We 
applied to the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice to be an educational group so 
members can take a tax deduction. 


"CCA sees itself as responding to the 


need for an educational organization 
that can bring issues of the courts to 
public attention. Fortunately Wisconsin 
already has momentum for action in 
the governor's committee and the task 
force." 


Mrs. Toussaint pointed out thst 


legislation has not been considered on 
this question since 1957 when court 
reorganization was considered and 
failed because the legislature "was not 
cpnvinced people cared." She said also 
that at that time there was not 
agreement from within the profession 
itself. 


Currently, Assembly Joint Resolu- 


tion 5 has passed the assembly. This 
bill provides for modernization of the 
judiciary system, but does not make 
any changes in the way in which 
judges are selected. It will establish a 
single level court system. 


A hearing has been called by the 


chairman of the Judiary and Insuran- 
ce Committee, Sen. Gerald Lorge. To be 
in Waukesha Monday, the hearing will 
be concerned with the bill. 


"If the Senate passes this legislation 


in the same form that the Assembly 
passed it, we will have achieved first 
consideration. However, in order to 
amend the constitution, two separate 
legislatures have to pass it. Therefore, 
it will have to be considered once again 
in 1975 and passed by both bodies of 
that legislature before it can Be placed 
on the ballot. The earliest this could 
happen would be April of 1975. If both 
groups fail to approve the legislation in 
1975, 
the whole process will have to 


begin again. The same is true if the 
citizenry does not approve it on the 
ballot."" 


Mrs. Toussaint said that this 


legislation is necessary because of the 
crowded calendar of the courts in some 
parts of the state. While the bill will 
not mean a great financial savings, she 
said it would provide for increased 
efficiency. 


"The 
amount of litigation 
is 


increasing as the population increases. 
The indigent are being helped now and 
there are more class action suits. 


"Therefore, we believe moderniza- 


tion is necessary since very few 
procedural changes have been made 
since the Wisconsin Constitution was 
written in 1848. What we want is to 
bring the courts up-to-date."

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Adjustment in remarriage a must 


There are adjustment problems for 


everyone involved in a remarriage — 
children and their parents. But the ease 
with which each person adapts depends 
upon their age, sex and family role, 
according to Jane Tybring, family living 
specialist at the University of Wiscon- 
sin-Extension. 


Small children (under three) adjust 


easily. Oider children who have left the 
home are also usually favorable toward 
the remarriage. 


It is the adolescents, who are in the 


hotseat in any family, that most often 
have negative feelings. The "family 
only" is often too intense a relationship 
for them. 


"It is not unusual for young people 


16 and over, tj> want 'out' of the family- 
circle-to go back to an old neigh- 
' borhood, or live with friends or rela- 
tives," Tybring said. Their feelings are 
normal and should be respected.

Stepdaughters usually show more ex- 


treme reactions towards their new 
parents than stepsons. A girl is in the 
home more and cares more about what 
goes on there, Tybring said. 


The reactions of the teen-agers also 


seem to indicate that stepmothers have 
more difficult roles to fill than step- 
fathers. Stepfathers are more likely to 
have an affectionate relationship with 
their children because they are not 
possessive with their love and they do 
not spend as much of their time with the 
children as do the mothers. 


Also, a stepfather is usually in- 


troduced to his new family under posi- 
tive conditions; a woman is more likely 
to prepare her children for a new father. 


Stepmothers have the more difficult 


role because they are more directly 
responsible for socializing the children. 
Because the mother usually enforces the 
behavior rules, she bears the brunt of 
any conflicts. 


The "cruel stepmother" image 


lingers persistently and this often 
blocks the mother's ability to form close 
relationships with her husband's 
children. 


According to Tybring, problems wjfh 


children in remarriage can be overcome 
with work. 


Raising children within a remarriage 


seems an extremely difficult job. There 
are more problems, but over the long 
haul, the problems need not be any 
greater than the problems by real 
parents, said Tybring. 


Because of the death of a parent or 


divorce, one out of every nine children is 
raised in a family with a stepmother or 
stepfather. 


The early weeks and months of a 


remarriage are often the most trying, 
and Tybring made some suggestions to 
help parents build bridges to their 
children during this period. 


First, develop the ability to tolerate 


not being loved for awhile. Stepfathers 
are usually accepted more easily than 
stepmothers. This stereotyped "cruel 
stepmother" image is so strong that it is 
common for women to bear the brunt of 
any will-conflicts that come along, 
Tybring said. 


Second, acknowledge the place of the 


absent parent. Whether the remarriage 
is the result of death or divorce, the 
child feels an acute loss. He must be

allowed to love or think well of his own 
absent parent or risk unmanageable 
feelings of no self-worth. 


Third, find activities and experiences 


to share together. One family found they 
were unintentionally, though actively, 
excluding the stepfather and making it 
very difficult for him to become part of 
the family. In one instance, the mother 
and son were trying to work out solu- 
tions to gardening problems, as they 
had done in the past, but didn't think to 
include the stepfather in their discus- 
sion. 


Holidays may also be hard at first 


because family traditions exclude the 
new parent. It might be wise to create 
new traditions — for a new family, 
Explained the specialist. 


Fourth, be patient. 
"Children, 


especially those who are anxious about 
having a new mother or father, need to 
be heard and understood. They must be 
given the opportunity to air negative 
feelings. They need a climate of pa- 
tience and trust," Tybring said. 


As in any family, first or eecond, the 


parents must be in control and present a 
model for their children. 
In a 


remarriage, the real parent may also 
have to actively support the new 
parent's role in the family. 


Acknowledge the child's feelings. Let 


him or her know he or she is loved and 
needed, but let him or her know that you 
will not allow anything to come between 
you and your partner.

In the December issue of a woman's 


magazine, Alma Graham, associate 
editor of the American Heritage Dic- 
tionary division, discusses the findings 
of a computer analysis of 5 million 
words encountered

children in their schoolbooks. 


The research, done in connection with 


the publishing in 1972 of a wordbook for 
children, revealed that in schoolbooks - 
whether the subject is reading, math, 
social studies, an or science — males 
command center stage. Even in home 
economics, 
the 
pronoun 
"he" 


predominates by nearly two to one. 


Other findings included the facts that, 


in books read by school children: 


There are nearly 7 times as many men 


as women and over twice as many boys 
as girls. 


Ratio of "he" to "she," and "him" to 


"her" was almost 4 to 1. 


Four times as many sons and 


daughters are referred to only as the 
children of a male parent. 


Uncles appear twice as frequently as 


do aunts. 


Of those aunts 4 times as many have 


nephews as nieces. 


Sons outnumber daughters by more 


than 2 to 1. 


Every single firstborn child is a son. 
Peter Davies, editor-in-chief of the 


American Heritage Dictionary division, 
was the first to recognize the impor- 
tance of what the computer study had 
revealed: 700,000 computer citation 
slips contained the evidence that boys 
and girls are being taught a different set 
of values, different expectations and 
different goals. 


Five million words are a reflection of 


how our culture talks to its children and 
while boys are to be concerned with 
'doing' the girls are to concentrate on 
'being.' 


As a result, the American Heritage 


lexicographers made conscious efforts 
to have their childrens' wordbook not 
only define 'sexism' for the first time in 
a dictionary, but also have it as free of 
discrimination against either sex as 
possible. Most schoolbooks, however, 
still reflect the assumptions of our sexist 
society. 


"Children of both sexes deserve equal 


treatment, in life and in language, and 
we should not offer them anything less," 
Alma Graham states in her article. The

NEW YORK (AP) -Women currently 


compose fewer than 10 per cent of 
practicing physicians in the United 
States, but their number is slowly 
increasing. 


Estimates are that approximately 19 


per cent of students entering medical 
school this fall are women, compared 
with 16.8 per <«nt in 1972, 13.7 per cent 
in 1971 and 11.1 per cent in 1970. 


At Downstate Medical Center in 


Brooklyn, one of the nation's largest 
colleges of medicine, with an enrollment 
of more than 800 medical students, 
women will make up 21.8 per cent of this 
fall's entering class. Dr. Jerome Par- 
nell, chairman of the committee on ad- 
missions, says the increase in the per- 
centage of medical students represents 
a sharp increase in the number of 
women applying for admission to 
medical schools. 


Figures compiled by the Association 


of American Medical Colleges indicate 
that, in 1972, 16 per cent of all medical 
school applications came from women 
and in 1971,12.8 per cent. 


The upsurge in admission of women to 


medical schools comes little more than 
a century after Elizabeth Blackwell 
became the first woman to graduate 
from a school of medicine in the United 
States. 


Random interviews with several of 


Downstate's women graduates suggest 
that one would be hard put to make 
generalizations 
about 
women 


physicians, whose motivations, talents 
and personalities are as varied as those 
of their male colleagues. 


Dr. Dorothy Bocker was Downstate's 


first woman student. She was graduated 
in 1919 and recently retired from prac- 
tice. Today she is 89*and lives in Daytona 
Beach, Fla. 


Dr. Iris Slater was one of nine women 


who graduated in 1961 in a class of 135 
students? An ophthalmologist, she has a 
' private practice in Manhattan, appoint- 


ments at Flower and Fifth Avenue hos- 
pitals and New York Medical College, 
where she is involved in research in 
glaucoma. She says she does not feel she 
encountered any particular problems in 
medical school because she was a 
woman, but feels she was treated 
differently when trying to obtain a 
residency. 


"The interview at one of our more 


illustrious institutions really turned me 
off. The chairman did not ask me once 
about my medical interests," she 
recalls, "but he did spend a great deal of 
time on my social life." 


Dr. Marie Zeterberg, class of 1954, 


chose pediatrics, the specialty that is by 
far the most popular among* women 
physicians. "Pediatrics is a natural field 
for women. You feel very much at home 
here," says Dr. Zeterberg, who main- 
tains a practice in Brooklyn.

With male hospital patients, 
she generally waits a day or two to let 
them know her before she reveals that 
she will be their surgeon. 


"They're generally a little doubtful at 


first. Then they start thinking, 'Gee, if 
she's the only woman surgeon here, she 
must really be good.' The first thing you 
know, they're bragging about having a 


woman surgeon." 


One of two Downstate graduates who 


specialized in neurology, Dr. Iris 
Fletcher Norstrand, class of 1941. an 
attending neurologist at the Brooklyn 
Veterans Administration Hospital, says 
her career has been "a struggle every 
inch of the way." 


Her parents bitterly opposed her 


plans, and refused to help finance her 
medical education. Her sister, 
playwright Lucille Fletcher, put her 
through medical school. 


Dr. Norstrand has taken out some of 


her frustrations in writing. She is 
looking for a publisher for a novella she 
finished about a woman physician.

Gifted child is still a child 


Life is not necessarily a bowl of 


cherries for the child genius. Most 
parents are not prepared for a gifted 
child. And most public school systems 
are not equipped to help such a child 
beyond the services and facilities 
available for children who fall into the 
average ranges of performance. 


Still, an especially talented child 


deserves all the help and advantages 
you can give him. As a concerned 
parent, you should discover these aids 
for your unusually gifted child, rather 
than pushing to the limits of what you 
think is potential. 


But first, keep in mind that such a 


child needs a childhood, play, and the 
company of other children of similar 
age and strength. Don't isolate this child 
who needs your love, snuggling, romp- 
ing, rewards and restraint, just like any 
other child. It is difficult to remember to 
regard such a child as a child, especially 
when conversation or interests appear to 
be on or near adult levels in those 
subjects in which he excels. 


Next, don't rush your bright child or 


insist that one perform as you think. 
Such a child may be way ahead of you in 
the area of special talents or even behind 
other children in those subjects that do 


not particularly interest him or her. Do 
not place too much faith in signs of 
pre-school precocity. Just because your 
child can speak a little earlier than the 
neighbors' kids does not mean genius. 
Performance may level out later. Still, 
any encouragement you give will make 
your child feel competent and hopeful. 
This may suffice to let even a child with 
average talents develop abilities to the 
greatest extent possible. Such a child 
will appear, and may actually be, much 
brighter than kids who have higher 
I.Q.'s or greater talents, but who lack 
such stimulation. 


Finally, don't place too much reliance 


on I.Q. scores. They are relatively 
useless in establishing even a brilliant 
child's potential. In most instances 
these scores and tests are no measure 
for talent in the arts, sports or even 
in academic ability. Remember that 
Einstein couldn't add or subtract too 
well as a child.

Automatic clothes drier right 
up near top on many wish lists 


When Santa scans his list of gifts 


most wanted by most homemakers, 
automatic clothes dryers are right up 
near the top. A dryer is a gift that says 
"Happy Holidays" —and happy wash- 
days, whoever has the job. 


And with a dryer, washday can be any 


day regardless of the weather. That's 
important, because according to 
weather statistics, in many parts of the 
country as much as two-thirds of the 
year is not conducive to hanging clothes 
outside to dry. 


Even if the weather is cooperative, 


there are other factors to be considered. 
Time and energy, for instance. The 
average homemaker, without a dryer, 
walks 40 miles and lifts two tons of 
clothes each year. She spends about 300 
nours lifting and lugging laundry loads.

With an electronic control dryer, the 


This dryer 
literally "feels" the clothes and au- 
tomatically shuts off when they're 
properly dried and ready to be 
removed.

Look for a 
filter made of fine mesh.

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Sewage rates prompt water reuse, disposal 


OSHKOSH — Sewage rates that 


increased eight to 10 times here last 
spnng are an impetus for rec>cling and 
alternate reuse or disposal of clear 
water from industrial operations, cit\ 
officials said 


Even more effective is the ordinance 


adopted last March which requires dis- 
connection of clear water from the 
sanitary 
sewer 
Disconnection, 


however, is proving to be a complicated 
procedure for many firms and for the 
cay compliance inspectors. 


Marvin Higley. city plumbing inspec- 


tor, explained that each industrial 
operation presents specific problems as 


alternatives are chosen to effect the 
most appropnate and economical chan- 
geover plan 


Clear water disconnections were 


stipulated to qualify the city for state 
and federal aids in construction of its 
new sewage treatment plant. 


Higle> said that, since March, eight 


industrial plants of the 150 major water 
users have completed disconnection of 
clear water Some are recycling the 
clear water that it was once less costly 
to discharge directl\ to the sanitary 
sewer Most find a connection to the 
storm sewer system with or without 
re-cycling 


One firm, Higley said, reduced its 


usual quarterly sewage bill by some 
$2,000 through eliminating its clear 
water from the sanitary sewer system. 


Eleven other firms are in various 


stages of disconnection. 


Enforcement so far, Higley said, has 


been a matter of information to plant 
owners. He has surveyed plants when 
requested and suggested alternative 
methods of disconnecting clear water 
and reducing sewage bills. 


Industrial operations produce clear 


water in varying quantities in cooling 
operations; condensate drainage from 
refrigeration units, compressors and 


air conditioners, and cooled condensa- 
tion from steam heating systems. Clear 
water effluent is liquid with no impuri- 
ties or where impurities are reduced 
below minimum concentration con- 
sidered harmful. 


Sewage bills generally are based on 


the amount of water entering the build- 
ing as measured by the familiar water 
meter. With disconnection of clear 
water from 
the sewage system, 


however, industrial plants are adding a 
second meter to measure the water 
discharged to the storm sewer. 


Bills are then based on the difference 


between the two meter readings as a 


wall to wall or ceiling to floor

Michigan's junior quarterback Dennis 


Franklin, whose fourth-quarter touch- 
down run along with Mike Lantry's 
conversion tied the score at 10-10, suf- 
fered a broken right collarbone and may 
not be able to play if the Wolverines 
reach the Rose Bowl.

Griffin. 


Ohio State drove from its own 20 to the 


Michigan 14 in nine plays to set up 
Conway's field goal. The big play in the 
march was a 38-yard burst by Griffin — 
who finished with 163 yards for the day 
as the game's top rusher. 


Chapman returned the ensuing kickoff 


71 yards to the OSU 29 but a clip on 
punter Tom Skladany nullifed the run 
and soon Michigan had to punt from 
deep in its own territory. 


Ohio State proceeded to move 55 yards

10. 


Wooden can list a host of former 


Bruins who grew up in the Southern 
California area who were integral 
members of NCAA championship 
squads—Gail Goodrich. Keith Erickson, 
Jack Hirsch, Mike Lynn, Steve Patter- 
son. Edgar Lacy, Sidney Wicks. Curtis 
Rowe, Bill Walton, Keith Wilkes. and the 
list goes on. 


Recruiting is simple, says Wooden. In- 


takes concentrating on getting all the 
good Californians you can get and then 
finding one real plum somewhere else 
and going after him. 


"But we never make the initial contact 


to an out-of-state player," says Wooden. 
"He would have to contact us in some 
way. or his coach would have to. The only 
ones we actively recruit are in Califor- 
nia." 


In the case of Alcindor, now Kareem 


Abdul-Jabbar, Wooden said "his high 
school coach (Jack Donohue) contacted 
me when Lewis was a junior. I had met 
Coach Donohue at the Valley Forge 
coaching clinic in Philadelphia and he 
told me Lewis wanted to see five out- 
of-state schools and he wanted UCLA to 
be one of them.

Miss Even eliminated third-seeded Vir- 
ginia Wade of Britain 7-5, 6-0, and Miss 
Goolagong trimmed Kristien Kemmer 
of Los Angeles 6-2, 6-4. 


Ashe, the No. 4 seed from Miami, was 


impressive in his one hour, 35-minute 
victory over the veteran South African, 
who was seeded eighth. 


The American broke Drysdale in the 


second game of the first set and took a 3-0 
lead. Drysdale rallied and tied the score 
4-4, but Ashe won the next two games and 
the set. 


Ashe again broke Drysdale in the 


second game of the second set, and again 
the South African fought back, for a 2-2 
tie, before the slick American pulled 
away to victory. In the final set, Ashe 
was more in command, completing his 
straight-set triumph.

Wooden said, "It's true that I don't 


like recruiting. I don't think very many 
coaches do. But I figure I take a very 
active hand in recruiting, to the extent 
that I have to make the final deter- 
mination and I have to make sure the 
player wants us.

SINGAPORE ((AP) - Pimolrat 


Srivises of Thailand defeated Mele 
Anaya of Mexico, SGM95 in three games 
Saturday to win the World Cup women's 
bowling championship. 


Miss Srivises rolled games of 194,162 


and 213 while the loser had 178,170 and 
147. 


It was a virtual reversal of last year's 


final when Irma Urrea of Mexico 
defeated Oy SriSaard of Thailand to win 
the World Cup. 


Srivises earned her berth in the title 


match by finishing second in the semi- 
finals earlier in the day. 


Miss Anaya won the semifinals con- 


vincingly. Eileen Cunningham of 
Ireland and Susan Halloway of the 
United States were eliminated. 


The champion, who is 27, lives in 


Bangkok. She is first Asian ever to win 
a World Cup title in the nine-year history 
of the event. She won her national 
eliminations by a single pin to qualify for 
this global event. 


Earlier in the day, Singapore's Henry 


Tan led the way in the men's quarter- 
finals, as he averaged 198 and won 13 of 
19 games. His total points was 4,068. 


Samran Banyan of Thailand finished 


second in the quarter-finals with 3,986 
and Miguel Baights of Mexico was third 
with 3,960. 


Lee Snow, of Ypsilanti, Mich., just 


survived when he finished eighth last 
position to qualify with 3,898. 


Defending champion Ray Mitchell of 


Canada was eliminated when he finished 
13th in the quarter-finals. Another 
Canadian, Glen Watson, was fourth with 
3,940.

tennis hotbed, "but I think we can beat 
'em. We all think we can beat 'em." 


If Ralston can make good his boast, it 


will be a case of stout young men on agile 
legs outmaneuvering a group of wily 
veterans depending largely on savvy 
gained in winning major championships 
over two decades throughout the world.

derson, all holding rich Davis Cup 
experience, are able to return to the 


competition because of new, relaxed 
rules opening the door to all profes- 
sionals not under contract to a promoter. 


The same rules prevent the United 


States from calling upon such talent as 
Arthur Asbe and Cliff Richey, still the 
property of Dallas millionaire Lamar 
Hunt. 


The cast supporting Smith, who has 


figured in America's streak of victories 
since 1968, will include Marty Riessen, 
32, of Evanston, 111.; Tom Gorman, 27, of 
Seattle, and Erik van Dillen, 22, of San

tt'e watched and laughed because we 


were still putting out decoys and it was 
a good half-hour before snooting time. 
The poor bluebiil wanted so badly to 
drop into our fake flock that it was a 
shame to see it finally give up and fly 
to the north. 


The sun was just a sliver of red in 


the eastern sky and several banks of 
clouds could be seen to the south. 
There was a gentle ripple on the 
waters of Green Bay, but the wind was 
coming from the southeast and not the 
S-io-15 miles per hour from the north-

promised the night before. 


Two of us tossed out decoys from the 


14-foot aluminum boat and the other 
used the skiff to distribute some of the 
bluebill and canvasback imitations. 
When all blocks were distributed, we 
puHed the boats back into the sparse 
cover offered by a few weeds which 
had not succumbed to the fall frosts or 
wild waves of the bay. 


Wisconsin's regular duck hunting 


season has been closed for nearly 
nearly a week now, but we were taking 
advantage of a special late season on 
bluebill which is offered for open water 
shooting on specified waters. In this 
area, the special season includes open 
water hunting on Lake Winnebago, 
Lake Michigan and the waters of 
Green Bay. 


One of the regulations on the bav and 


Lake Michigan is that the open water 
hunting must take place at least 500 
feet from shore. On Lake Winnebago, 
this regulations applies to 1,500 feet 
from the shoreline or islands. 


It is not difficult to find areas to hunt 


along the bay. Most hunters have ap- 
parently put their equipment away for 
the year as we saw no other duck 
hunters and heard no other shots 
fired. 


A 14-foot boat, such as the one we 


were using, is an asset on the bay. 
Winds are unpredictable and you 
might suddenly find yourself faced 
with a situation where there could be 
trouble getting back to shore in rough 
weather. We had the 12-foot skiff along 
for the purpose of putting out decoys 
and also for retrieving downed ducks.

The help with the camouflage, a 


burlap "skirt" was sewed for the boat 
and painted with black blotches to 
break up the outline. We had about 70 
decoys bobbing on the water when 
shooting time arrived. In addition, we 
had seen several other flocks of ducks 
swerve over us while we were setting 
the blocks out. Needless to say, we had 
some high hopes for this day. 


It was about 20 minutes after shoot- 


ing time when a pair of bluebills 
circled from behind us and neatly 
dropped into the "pocket" we had left 
in the decoys. It took three shots to bag 
the pair, but at least the day was off to 
a good stan. 


The sun poked a little higher above 


the horizon and a flock of about a 
dozen bluebill worked past, but would 
not swing in. A short time later a 
single whizzed straight in from out on 
the bay and set down. That gave us 
three and it still wasn't 8 a.m. 


From there on it's another tale that 


has been told by devoted duck hunters 
over and over. The sun got higher in 
the sky, the cool temperatures were 
warmed, the wind never did pick up 
and finally by 10 o'clock we decided it 
was more bluebird than bluebill 
weather. We headed out to pick up the 
fakes and started the motor for shore. 


The days remaining should still 


provide some good shooting for the 
open water hunters. Some fellows who 
were in the northern part of the state 
during the deer season reported that 
there were still quite a few ducks on 
northern lakes. If this is the case, the 
full-bodied late bluebills which usually 
are here at this time may still be 
coming. If this is true there is not only 
the chance for some excellent hunting 
in the near future, but some fine ducks 
for table fare.

lack of mow tave ouned a sharp drop in 
snowmobile sale* in many areas of 
Wisconsin, a spot survey disclosed Sat- 
urday. 


BH1 Johnson, co-owner of a Green Bay 


camttinf center, said his firm would get 
out of the snowmobile sales business if it 
is unable to move its large backlog of 
vehicles 


"Nothing's moving because there's no 


snow," Johnson said, adding another 
factor was fear of fuel shortages or rat- 
ioning. 


"If the government would make up its 


mind on rationing it would help us." said 
Eddie SadUdwT a snowmobile dealer 
in tonka* who reported sates down 20 
per cent from last year. 


A Milwaukee dealer, Ken Rutzinski, 


said he had sold only one snowmobile in 
several weeks but expressed optimism 
business would improve. 


"The first scare seems to hold 


everybody back awl then it will probably 
pick up again," be said. 


A Sborewood dealer said he had sold 


several machines in September but only 


once since. He said he expected an 
increase in sates once snow comes, "but 
I don't know if it will boom like we 
expected it to." 


George Brown, a Chippewa Falls 


dealer, said be has sold only 25 snow- 
mobiles this fall, at least 15 fewer than 
he had expected. Brown also looks for 
improved business when snow arrives. 


John Hull, snowmobile products 


manager for Mercury Marine in Fond du 
Lac, reported a healthy business in 
selling snowmobiles to dealers. 


"I imagine there are going to be some 


people with reservations, but I think tbe 
anxiety is coming from what the 
government is going to do or not do—bow 
critical it's going to be in the recreation 
industry," Hull said. 


Hull said it would be unfair for the 


government to penalize tbe recreation 
industry if fuel cutbacks are imposed. 


He said if the government orders a 25 


per cent cutback, "then we feel that the 
recreation industry should be cut back 
25 per cent. It would be unfair for the 
recreation industry to bear the brunt of 
everything."

tors would select Sunday for the Rose 
Bowl. 


"I have no opinion," said Hayes,

The overall color of Jupiter is yel-

times as far from the sun as 
the moon is, and receives only 
'/as as much light to begin with. 


Jupiter's light would be a soft 


yellow, and the two chief belts 
on either side of the equator 
would now be clearly visible. 
The Great Red Spot would be 
visible in the southern equato- 
rial belt, or at least would be- 
come visible as Jupiter rotated. 


Jupiter's four large satellites 


would look like mere points of 
light at a distance of ten million 
miles—but they would be bright 
points. They would appear as 
bright stars on one side or 
the other of Jupiter. As you 
watched, they would move far- 
ther or closer; sometimes mov- 
ing in front of the planet so that 
a shadow could be seen trailing 
across Jupiter's lighted surface, 
sometimes moving behind. 


At ten million miles, Jupiter 


would be in front and the sun 
behind. Almost the entire face 
of Jupiter would be illuminated: 
it would show as a "full-Jupi- 
ter," as we see it through a tele- 
scope from Earth. 


As Pioneer continues to ap- 


proach Jupiter, however, aiming 
to one side (there is no desire 
to have it crash into the planet), 
the night side would become 
slowly visible. In other words. 


Jupiter would begin to resemble 
a lopsided circle, like the moon 
when it gets to be a day or two 
past the full. 


Jupiter steadily increases in 


apparent size. By the time Pi- 
oneer is one million miles from 
Jupiter, the planet will look 8W> 
times as wide as the moon ap- 
pears to us, and 13 times as 
bright. .All its belts will be clear- 
ly visible. The Great Red Spot 
itself will be larger in appear- 
ance than the full moon is to us 
—a huge oval, with its color the 
more washed out. perhaps, the 
larger it grows. 


Pioneer 10 will pass fairly- 


close to three of the large satel- 
lites—Ganymede, Europa and 
lo. in that order—and each will 
swell up to a large globe, con- 
siderably larger than the moon 
appears to us. Each will prob- 
ably have a rough, moon-like 
surface broken by Arctic-like 
sheets of frost. 


By the time we pass the orbit 


of lo. the innermost of Jupiter's 
four large satellites, we will be 
within 200.000 miles of Jupi- 
ter's center, closer than our 
moon is to us. There will be 
nothing ahead now except the 
planet itself and one small re- 
maining satellite. Amaltheia. 
There will not be much chance 
of seeing Amaltheia fit is a

Choose any item as iong as 
it is heavier than newsprint 
Simuiate the effects of aging 
by lightly burning the edges 
over a candle flame.

The Public Expenditures Survey, a 


taxpayer club service organization, 
notes that for all the objections about 
the state-imposed municipal spending 
and taxing restraints, no locality has 
used the option provided by law to 
authorize such increases about the 
state-imposed limits. 


The law permits cities to defy the 


state-imposed limitations, if its of- 
ficials arrange for a referendum vote 
of local residents. 


The Survey regards itself as the 


spiritual author of that idea, at the 
least. It had such a plan introduced in 
the legislature at its initiative before 
Gov. Lucey wrote the plan into his 
budget bill as a means of preventing 
profligate spending and denying tax- 
payers the benefits of his state assis- 
tance to localities program, as he 
feared would otherwise result. 


The conviction that taxpayers, asked 


to vote for or against an increase in 
their tax liability, will respond nega- 
tively has plenty of substantiation, 
here and elsewhere. Once a Republican 
legislature tripped up a Democratic 


, governor who wanted to boost highway 


taxes, and put the issue to a referen- 
dum where it was promptly put to 
death. 


In the state of Washington more 


recently the voters rose up hi indig- 
nation to knock down a proposed state 
income tax, although that form of 
taxation has been used by most other 
states in the country for many decades. 


Perhaps the best illustration of the 


risk of asking the electorate to decide 
a higher tax issue came 25 years ago, 
immediately after World War II, when 
politicians were at a loss to devise 
ways to accommodate the pressure for 
a veterans' bonus. Then somebody 
devised the idea of putting the issue to 
a popular vote, and associating it with 
a sales tax as a revenue raiser. To the 
consternation of the veterans' or- 
ganizations, the question went down in 
a vote of more than three to one, thus 
ending the issue.

mere 70 miles across), but no one 
will be looking for it, since Jupiter, 
like a monster, will fill the sky. 


When Pioneer reaches its mini- 


mum distance from Jupiter, it will be 
only 128,000 miles from its center 
and 81,000 miles or so above its cloud 
layer. Although we will only be see- 
ing a ~half-Jupiter," it will be 8,500 
times as large as the half-moon we see 
from Earth, and over 1,200 times as 
bright. By now, you will see Jupiter's 
belts as heaving, moving objects. You 
will be close enough to see the vast 
unrest and turbulence of Jupiter's at- 
mosphere. What from Earth appear 
to be trifling spots and irregularities 
in the belt will seem huge ceilings and 
uncoilings of storms involving areas 
of atmosphere larger than all of 
Earth. 


Look closely and quickly at these 


enormous writhlngs, for they will not 
be visible long. Caught in Jupiter's 
gravitational field, Pioneer 10, which 
had been losing speed since leaving 
Earth, will be gaining speed again. It 
will be very close to Jupiter for only 
a few hours, then will be whipped 
away into space. Its instruments will 
continue to record radio waves, cos- 
mic rays, charged particles and so on, 
but what you can see with your eyes 
will rapidly dwindle. 


The rendezvous with Jupiter is 


over. The planet, a bare crescent, is 
shrinking steadily as we move away 
at the rate of 11 miles per second. In 
the weeks and months ahead, gigantic 
Jupiter will become just a dim spot 
of light near the sun. 


In 1977, Pioneer 10, long since 


having completed its messages to 
Earth, will be passing the orbit of 
Saturn. By 1980 it will have reached 
the orbit of Uranus, and by 1987 it 
will have passed beyond the orbit of 
Pluto, the most distant planet. 


On and on it will travel, out into 


the space between the stars, never to 
return to the solar system. Inside 
Pioneer is a slab designed by astrono- 
mers Frank Donald Drake and Carl 
Edward Sagan. and drawn by Linda 
Sagan. On the slab, information con- 
cerning man and his knowledge is 
drawn 
in 
sophisticated 
fashion. 


Whether any intelligent beings will 
ever see it. we can't say. But if any do 
find it. it will probably be only after 
many millions of years. By then, for 
all we know, mankind 
may no longer exist.

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7 2 month campaigns 


In a time of widespread concern about the muddy 


business of financing campaigning politicians and parties, 
there is an opportunity for the Wisconsin state legislature to 
consider one of the most obvious and inexplicable gaps in a 
generally inadequate state code on the use of money by 
candidates and their supporters. 


It is the obvious and simple matter of defining when a 


candidate's campaign begins, for purposes of holding him 
accountable, and his campaign apparatus, for the reporting 
and auditing of expenditures that the law intends shall be 
communicated fully to the public. 


About a month ago Thomas Jacobson of Milwaukee 


became the early bird candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for the powerful and sensitive office of attorney 
general of the state that he sought unsuccessfully as 
nominee three years ago. A fortnight ago Rep. Anthony 
Earl, who has risen to prominence as the floorleader of the 
Democratic majority in the state assembly, confirmed what 
has been obvious for months — that he also wants that 
nomination. 


The press dispatches on both occasions related that other 


aspirants will make themselves known soon, perhaps dur- 
ing the next month, and not later than January. Rep. 
Edward Nager, of Madison, generally supposed to be one of 
them, has been using a legislative committee he heads for 
contrived meetings in principal population and com- 
munication centers lately, sending aloft signals en route 
that can scarcely be misunderstood. 


Will these men keep an account of their disbursements as 


they travel about during the next nine to ten months, and 
file it with the elections division of the secretary of state's 
office in the spirit if not the letter of the law? The essence of 
a primary election campaign —at least for the lesser offices 
—is personal exposure and contact with the party loyalists 
who are far more important in the nomination process than 
in the competition of party tickets in the final balloting. 


But the law is silent, at least with respect to explicit 


requirements, on the question of "when the candidate 
becomes a candidate." 


It is one of the many omissions and uncertainties in a code 


that cries out for wholesale rewriting in the legislature, the 
members of which have shown no stomach for the task. Our 
representatives are not concerned about changing the rules 
of a system in which they have prospered, according to their 
lack of response thus far to such few gestures toward reform 
that have been offered. 


Night lights and crime 


A lot of Americans have noticed that, in spite of the 


President's energy recommendations and warnings from 
others that the crisis demands even more stringent 
measures, there are a lot of lights burning at night. 


One trouble is that many public buildings such as schools 


keep the outside lights shining because of the increase in 
vandalism in recent years. It has been in the last decade, 
too, that dim city streets, shady city parks and dark alleys 
became sites for muggings and other violent street crimes. 
If we turn out the lights, are we going to be faced with an 
increase in such violent attacks? 


American persons and property managed for decades 


without the electric light. We probably can survive. What is 
important is that priorities be assigned and accepted. If the 
President must give up his weekend jaunts to San Clemente 
or Key Biscayne so that those who walk home from their 
jobs at night are not in danger, so be it. If rooms must be 
colder, extracurricular events curtailed, pleasure driving 
cut back so that lights kept burning will deter vandals, we'll 
have to accept that too. 


TV's effects on children 


Parents who are upset by the violence and sex their 


children see on television should address themselves to the 
question of why their children are watching so much 
television in the first place. 


Two child development experts told the American As- 


sociation for Psychiatric Services for Children that it isn't 
the violence on television which creates violent children but 
the way their parents raise them. 


Dr. Maria Piers said the dangers of television are the 


frequency with which parents place children before the set 
to sit passively for hours. In other words diverting the 
children's interest to television means the parents are 
failing to address themselves to other problems the children 
may have. 


Dr. Joseph Polumbo advised against allowing children to 


watch television for long periods of time because, he said, 
"there is little warmth or empathy emanating from 
television." 


Children watching television are deprived of such healthy 


and character molding experiences as playing with other 
children, outdoor exercise, reading books or just doing 
something with their parents. 


Graffiti — a national habit 


Once upon a time children chanted that "fools' names and 


fools' faces always appear in public places." But the as yet 
unexplained urge to perpetuate one's ideas, or establish an 
identity or maybe just mark up something has turned 
graffiti into a national habit. 


Officials of the New York subway system spend $500,000 


annually trying to clean up the more obscene phrases that 
are daubed on walls of the cars and stations. Some res- 
taurants are now providing blackboards and chalk in the 
rest rooms, for some reason a favorite target, perhaps 
because of the relative privacy. Scribbling on walls has long 
been part of many university campuses. There is even a 
Graffiti Alternative Workshop to try to redirect the urge into 
more productive channels. Of interest is the apparent trend 
away from obscenity in much of the scribbles, perhaps since 
things once considered unprintable wind up in the daily 
newspaper. 


Bumper stickers and T-shirts or sweat shirts with a 


message seem to function as an outlet for the inarticulate 
who for one reason or another don't get around to writing 
their own. Maybe the need isn't there, or there is lack of- 
confidence. One writer suggests that the graffiti artist is 
shouting out, "I scribble, therefore I am!" while the 
borrower of catch phrases becomes his sign. And then there 
are those who design their own stickers and T-shirts —that's 
becoming big business now too. Somehow maybe it makes 
graffiti a little more socially acceptable. 


Anyway it's a phenomenon of our age. Or is it? Who went 


to all that work to carve hieroglyphics?

Drivers not reducing speed in arec

Practically no one is driving SO miles an hour 


on the major highways in this area. Very few 
are driving less than 60 miles an hour. 


I know because I have. And I've been getting 


run off the highway. 


I've tried driving 50 miles an hour between 


Appleton and Green Bay on Highway 41. Every 
other car on the road passed me. And the big 
semis went roaring by, scaring the wits out of 
me. 


At 55 almost every other car passed me, but I 


did hold even with a few trucks. At 60 I passed 
a few other cars and a few trucks. But even at 60 
I would guess that 90 per cent of the other traffic 
went by me. 


In fact only about 10 per cent of the cars or 


trucks have slowed down under 70 miles an 
hour. 


It is obvious by now that if there is to be any 


gasoline conservation in Wisconsin the legisla- 
ture will have to adopt new speed limits and 
state and local police will have to really crack 
down on violators. 


And it appears to me from my own personal 


research that a speed limit of 55 would be much 
more realistic than 50. No one drives 50 miles an 
hour any more.

assassination ten years ago. But what 
was the promise? 


I think it was the promise of a cool 


approach to the central social, economic 
and foreign policy problems of our 
time. It was the promise of being 
spared the false expectations and inevi- 
table coiinterreaction, which in fact 
developed after the assassination. 


To understand all this, it is first 


necessary to say a word about the Ken- 
nedy style. "Camelot," with its evoca- 
tion of something magic, misrepresent- 
ed what it was all about. The term was 
foisted upon a public that wanted to 
believe after the President's death. 


But the true Kennedy style consisted 


in down-to-earth things. It was refusing 
to wear a stetson or a headdress at 
political gatherings with cowboys and 
Indians. It was narrow lapels and in- 
formal ways of doing business. 


It 
was 
laughing 
at 
Richard 


Nixon when he waxed sanctimonious 
about Harry Truman's profanity. It was 
preferring approaches that could be 
called "pragmatic" to taking stands on 
"matters of principle." It was what 
caused even sympathetic critics to 
charge that the Kennedys lacked heart. 
It was not glamor. It was coolth. 


The cool style expressed a genuine 


caution, a sense that politics was tough, 
not easy, which came naturally to a 
President vulnerable to the charge of 
inexperience, who had been elected by a 
minority in the face of ingrained 
religious 
prejudice. 
The caution 


characterized -and to a degree 
camouflaged-the Kennedy approach to 
the major problems of his brief time in 
the highest office. 


In foreign policy, Kennedy was never 


a peacenik prone to believe the Com- 
munists were the good guys. He thought 
the hardliners had a point in emphasiz- 
ing effective defense forces, 
par- 


ticularly against subversion. Probably 
he paid excessive deference to the milf- 
tary professionals in embarking on the 
Bay of Pigs and in going deeper into 
Vietnam. 


But the central line of his policy was 


clearly the other way. The important 
point was keeping open a line of escape 
for Nikita Khrushchev in the Cuba mis- 
siles confrontation. It was the signing of 
the test ban agreement; the refusal to 
take 
impulsive 
countermeasures 


against the Berlin Wall; the building 
up of Willy Brandt, the apostle of de- 
tente, over Konrad Adenauer, the cold 
war chancellor. In short, Kennedy was 
moving from confrontation to detente, 
and taking the hardliners with him. 


Similarly in social policy. Kennedy 


was highly sensitive to the national 
division on civil rights. He wanted to 
preserve 
the 
support 
of white 


Southerners, both in the Congress and 
the country at large. His feelings found 
expressions in some of his judgeship 
appointments, 
in 
his 
constant 


preference for mediating race conflicts 
and in the distances he took from civil 
rights leaders. . 


But no one could doubt his central line 


of policy. When mediation efforts failed, 
he repeatedly used force to back up the 
law. The civil rights bill of 1963 was a 
particularly far-reaching measure. 
More important, it came with its 
majority- built in. The Kennedy Justice 
Department devised the tactic for beat- 
ing a filibuster by winning over the 
Republican leader in the Senate, 
Everett Dirksen. 


Finally, there was economic policy. 


Kennedy feared what the interests op- 
posed to government intervention could 
do to him. He was slow to move against 
recession and inflation. 


But when he moved, he moved in the 


right direction. He committed the 
country to an income policy with wage 
and price guidelines. The 1963 tax bill, 
representing the first use of fiscal 
policy to counter recession, set in 
motion the record prosperity of the 
mid-'60s. When it went through, it had 
the support of the conservative interest 
groups as well as the trade unions. 


All this went awry after the assas- 


sination. Maybe it had to. Maybe there 
%vas no holding the forces that made for 
Vietnam, runaway inflation and the 
self-assertion of minorities. Maybe the 
reaction which set in in 1968 was written 
in the national psyche. 


But for my own part, I doubt it. I 


think the Kennedy style and the Ken- 
nedy substance were particularly well 
suited to curb the excesses of the past 
decade. I think many of our recent 
troubles could have been eased, and 
perhaps avoided, if the course of our 
political evolution had moved ahead 
normally. The tragedy of the assas- 
sination, in other words, finds its fullest 
expression in the pain that has come 
afterwards.

bring the country together. Seventy per 
cent agree he is doing a poor job. 


Press aide Warren insists the 


President will not resign. He doesn't 
think there's a Ford in the country's 
future. 


Rockefeller denied he was moving to 


the right. He met Goldwater by chance 
on his way to New York via Arizona. 


Ford admitted helping Gordon Liddy 


get a job in '68. Looks like there's an 
Edsel in Ford's future. 


Attorney Wright admits the missing 


tapes hurt his reputation. He took 
Nixon's word —for what it was worth.

People's forum 
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Council ignored 
sidewalk study 


Editor, The Post-Crescent: 


The property owners on the north side 


of East Pershing Street, between Rest- 
ing & McDonald Streets were ordered to 
put in sidewalks. The property owners 
felt no sidewalk was needed. However, 
Alderman Roylance Pointer stated at 
one of our meetings, "Sidewalks you 
shall have, but do help me fight for four 
foot wide instead of the normal five foot 
wide sidewalks." 


We then took our dilemma to the 


Street and Sanitation Committee; the 
Street and Sanitation Committee agreed 
to a study by professionals. The follow- 
ing city departments were involved: 
Traffic Engineer, City Planner, and 
Chief of Police. The study conducted 
was to determine whether sidewalks 
were or were not needed. We, the 
property owners, were prepared to put 
in sidewalks if the study so indicated. 
By the same token, we were led to 
believe the city would also abide by the 
findings of this study. The findings 
stated that "A sidewalk is not needed 
for the north side of Pershing Street." 
The existing sidewalk on the south side 
provides sufficient separation capacity 
for existing pedestrian and vehicular 
volumes." Needless to say, the study 
findings were ignored. 


The question at this time is, why pay 


the professionals with our hard earned 
tax dollars and have their full time 
training and work completely ignored 
by part time aldermen? 


Now we come to the crux of the whole 


problem. A petition was circulated to 
have sidewalks installed on eleven 
streets in the 14th Ward, with 


approximately 125 signers. There was a 
remonstrance circulated and signed 
only by the persons living on Pershing 
Street, with only approximately 25 
signers. The two documents were not 
directly opposite each other. There were 
eleven streets petitioned versus one 
street remonstrated. We are not against 
sidewalks - we are against too much 
sidewalk. 


Alderman Roylance Pointer can 


count, add and subtract, 125 potential 
votes versus 25 non-voters, or a 100 
differential. And it doesn't cost Alder- 
man Roylance Pointer a cent for those 
potential votes. All he has to do is order 
the sidewalks installed, which he has 
done. 


We, the property owners, will have 


contributed to Alderman Roylance 
Pointer's re-election campaign fund 
approximately $6,000 or about $60 a 
potential vote via the cost for the ins- 
tallation of sidewalks - the odor of Wa- 
tergate. 


In conclusion, we feel the city elected 


officials have been unreasonable in 
their attitude, especially the 14th Ward 
alderman. Citizens of Appleton, this can 
happen to you. 


Contact your alderman and let him 


know how you feel. Sidewalks have been 
installed, but it is hoped that with this 
plea to the citizens of Appleton, more 
reasonable consideration will be given 
to the work of the professional people 
and the citizens directly involved by the 
elected city officials and ward alder- 
men.

State must act 
in energy crisis 


Editor, The Post-Crescent: 


On Thursday, November 15, a special 


two-hour briefing session was called in 
Chicago by the White House to acquaint 
those attending with the nature of the 
energy crisis facing our nation. The 
briefing was one of many being held 
across the country under the direction 
of Peter Flanigan, special assistant to 
President Richard Nixon. 


The meeting in a Chicago motel was a 


sham. It was also a flagrant waste of 
energy to bring together over 1,500 
people just to hear a rehash of the 
administration's 
previously stated 


energy recommendations. 


Two-thirds of those attending were 


lobbyists for special interest groups or 
representatives of major oil companies. 
We were among the small minority who 
went to hear how the administration 
proposes to help the people of this na- 
tion weather the serious short- and 
long-term energy crisis facing all of us. 


We did not get the solid advice and 


recommendations we had hoped for. We 
were treated, instead, to color graphs, 
and a lot of suggestions that will help 
big industry (principally the oil and 
natural gas companies). In short, the 
meeting was a public relations job of 
little value to those of us who are con- 
cerned about the public's energy needs 
and are not impressed with proposals 
that will incur great costs to the public 
along with wasted energy. 


Basically Flanigan said that the ad- 


ministration hopes to meet the short- 
term oil shortage with voluntary con- 
servation methods, increased produc- 
tion to include oil wells reserved for our 
national security and a temporary 
"departure" from pollution standards. 
Specific measures include: allocation of 
certain fuels, deregulation of natural 
gas, prohibition of further switching 
from coal to oil in generating plants and 
reconversion from oil back to coal in 
some instances. 


The proposed "solutions" are neither 


real nor new. Basically, they represent 
an accommodation to the energy in- 
dustry. Measures such as switching 
back from oil to coal will take at least a 
year and a half to accomplish and are 
clearly of no use for the coming winter 
months. Furthermore, deregulation of 
natural gas is nothing more than a 
cave-in to that industry. Deregulation 
does not increase present supplies. It 
only increases present profits in return 


for a chance at future discoveries. Giv- 
ing this industry unlimited pricing 
power is simply not the answer and 
would be unconscionable. Outside of 
voluntary energy saving which hits the 
small guy hardest, it looks like the 
administration is using this very real 
crisis to relax hard-won pollution stan- 
dards and to give more generous breaks 
to the oil industry —an industry which 
is today enjoying record profits with 
gains of 52% average in earnings this 
year. 


While it is right and proper for the 


administration to ask the American 
public to cooperate in every way possi- 
ble to voluntarily conserve our scarce 
energy resources, it is particularly in- 
furiating that the executive branch is 
offering so little so late and is not 
developing a real attack on the 
problems this nation faces. 


This meeting has reaffirmed our 


shared conviction that the State of Wis- 
consin has its own responsibility to 
develop a meaningful energy program 
that will guide us through this winter 
and the years to come. Measures that 
require immediate attention at the state 
level include: development of a 
complete inventory of energy resources 
available to the State of Wisconsin; 
establishment of a priority plan for 
end-use fuel allocation; strong promo- 
tion of long-term energy-saving habits 
such as increased use of mass transit 
and car pooling; adjustment in electric 
utility rate structures to encourage 
more conservative use of energy by 
large commercial and industrial con- 
sumers; and passage by the State 
Senate of Assembly Bill 1181 es- 
tablishing a permanent office within the 
Public Service Commission to maintain 
an ongoing energy program. This 
measure and a number of other priority 
energy matters require that the Senate 
return for a special session prior to the 
scheduled floor session at the end of 
January. 


These actions are needed and needed 


now if the State is going to meet the 
energy needs of its citizens. The only 
thing that is going to follow the short 
term energy crunch is the long-term 
energy crisis. We have to act now to 
prepare ourselves.

Learning the hard way 


Editor, The Post-Crescent: 


The most naive, most brainwashed, 


most complacent people in history are 
about to get a kick in the guts that will 
dispel in months the illusions it has 
been content to feed on for a century. 
We Americans are about to learn the 
hard way what half a century of 
smothered appeals to our intelligence 
has failed to teach us. 


It's 
official now! We have an 


"energy" crisis. As long as fifty years 
ago, this event was predictable* and 
predicted. But we found it more com- 
forting to listen to the glib reassurances 
that, if a figment of the propagandist's 
imagination, called the "American 
Way" could only be dropped on Ant- 
arctica or the Sahara, they'd be trans- 
formed overnight into suburbs of 
paradise. Even now, because we are so 
naive about such things, it will be slow 
to dawn on us that an energy crisis is 
also an economic crisis of devastating 
proportions. But we'll learn, very fast 
and very painfully. There is no way of 
separating energy from the economy. 
The economy is a manifestation of 
energy. 


In the days of our great grandparents, 


the average daily, per person, use of 
extraneous energy was about 2000 
kilogram calories: 400 from fire and 
1600 from draught animals. It took over 
a thousand milleniums for man to reach 
that small degree of control over energy 
from other than the food he personally 
consumed. Today, only an instant later, 
in comparison to the eons between our 
grandparents 
and 
man's 
earliest 


ancestors, we now consume, in the 
United States, 228,000 kilogram calories 
per person per day of extraneous 
energy-114 times the rate of our great 
grandparents. And, for 95 per cent of 
us, there is no possible way back to the 
simpler life of our great grandparents. 
Those few that the land could sustain in 
that manner could only return over the 
dead bodies of the rest of us. So we have 
no choice but to find ways to maintain a 
high energy culture. 


The most serious obstruction to that 


goal is the waste without which our 
present economy cannot exist. Over 50 
per cent of the energy now being con- 
sumed is being dissipated in that waste. 
Compared to the energy wasted in the 
proliferation of brands; duplication of 
effort; lack of standardization in 
product design and replacement parts; 
the waste of both resources and energy 
in advertising. 90 per cent which is 
unnecessary; the planned obsolescence 
of 
styling 
changes 
and 
shoddy- 


merchandise; the subversion of au- 
tomation from what should be an un- 
mixed blessing to a force which has 
driven over 60 per cent of our work force 
into seeking non-productive means of 
chiseling an existence out of a near 
chaotic economic flow pattern-com- 
pared to this massive waste, the energy 
that can be conserved by Nixon's too 
little, too late program is less than a 
drop in the ocean. 


For anyone who looks at an economy 


as something that should act to insure 
the well being of the population it 
serves, there is a great temptation to 
say that the American economy was 
"designed" to waste. But the fact is that 
it wasn't designed at all-it just hap- 
pened, sort of like the climate just 
happens. So we have "economists" who 
look for business signs and portents in 
this wasteful happenstance much the 
same as old time weather prophets 
looked for portents by devination. But 
the day is drawing near when we 
Americans, stimulated by an adversity 
we have no way of preparing to face, 
will ask this pertinent question of our 
Ieadership(?), 
"Why 
cannot 
an 


economy be designed efficiently to do 
the job that's expected of it, with a 
minimum of waste?" 


If achieving such an economic 


mechanism was the goal of the 
proposed austerity , we would, indeed, 
have 
something 
to 
sacrifice for. 


But, 
if 
the 
goal 
is 
to 
enforce 


austerity on the consumer with the hope 
of providing enough energy to continue 
the wasteful practices of the chaotic 
economic arrangement that brought us 
to this sorry pass, then we might as well 
consume ourselves to oblivion as fast as 
possible and get the pain over with. 


An economic design is possible that 


does not need planned obsolescence, 
duplication of effort, chaotic brand 
proliferation with hundreds of products 
aimed to do the same job, and millions 
of sales, development and service per- 
sonnel crossing paths every day, chas- 
ing north, south, east and west like 
snowflakes. Such design will save more 


energy in a week than Nixon's pitiful 
program will save in a lifetime. But it 
wouldn't be "good business". Ask any 
"economist". 


The present American economy lives 


on waste. It can't tolerate true conser- 
vation. But, we can design one that will, 
if we really set our minds to it. We can 
and we must. Our future as a great 
nation will be mighty short if we don't. 
Believe me, no one will remain inclined

Is 
the burner air adjustment right to give 
you the proper combustion? How about 


to question that statement as the nature 
of the approaching debacle becomes 
more evident.

3. Weather Stripping. How about
